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ON THE COVER 


The 2024 Houston Astros enter the season with a star-studded roster that features an 
incredible 10 former All-Stars. The group is looking to continue the club’s Golden Era, which 
stretches back to the 2015 season, and includes eight postseason appearances, four American 
League pennants and two World Series championships (2017, 2022). 


Franchise icon and star second baseman Jose Altuve is the only player remaining from all 
eight of those postseason runs. He returns to the Astros Media Guide cover for the 10th time in 
his career (also, 2013, 2015-19, 2021-24) and the fourth consecutive. Altuve is already an eight- 
time All-Star, which is a franchise record, topping Hall of Famer Craig Biggio (seven selections). 


A 2023 All-Star, left fielder Yordan Alvarez returns to the Astros Media Guide cover for the 
third time in his career (also, 2020, 2023). He is coming off a 31-homer season, giving him 30- 
plus homer seasons in each of the last three years (2021-23). 


Perennial MVP contender and the Astros third baseman Alex Bregman is making his fourth 
appearance on the cover (also, 2019, 2021, 2023). Bregman has played in seven full Major 
League seasons and has reached the American League Championship series in all seven of 
those years. 


Outfielder Kyle Tucker is making his third appearance on the Astros Media Guide cover (also, 
2021-22). Tucker had a fantastic 2023 season, in which he was an American League All-Star, the 
Astros Team MVP, a Silver Slugger Award winner and a finalist for a Gold Glove Award. 
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ASTROS IN THE COMMUNITY 


The Astros Foundation and Community Relations team manage a wide variety of community and charitable 
programs that focus on supporting youth baseball and softball, honoring members of our nation’s military and 
veterans, aiding in the fight against childhood cancer, and helping address pervasive issues in our society such as 
homelessness and domestic violence. These efforts are an investment in the Houston community and speak to a 
culture of giving back that touches every facet of the Astros organization. 

The 2023 season was a very successful one for the Astros Foundation, with $6.7 million donated to Houston area 
community programs and nonprofits over the year. Over 3,800 Astros Foundation volunteers served at over 550 
community events, totally over 24,000 of volunteer hours. Overall, the Astros Foundation served over 95 non-profit 
partners in a variety of ways during 2023. 

A cornerstone of the Astros Foundation is the Astros Youth Academy, which offers local youth an opportunity to 
learn about and experience the game of baseball and softball. In 2023, the Astros Youth Academy softball team 
and Astros Youth Academy Senior Baseball team both won MLB Reviving Baseball in Inner Cities World Series 
Championships. 

Each year, the Astros Foundation continues to grow the Community Leaders program, which provides young 
baseball and softball players with the environment and resources they need to develop mentally and physically. 

Through fundraising and volunteer efforts, the Astros Foundation supports many local non-profits, dedicating 
thousands of volunteer hours each year. 

In 2017, the Astros Foundation was awarded the Allan H. Selig Award for Philanthropic Excellence, Major League 
Baseball’s highest recognition of the charitable efforts of its clubs, for the Astros Community Leaders program.

The Community Leaders program has grown significantly since its inception in 2013. Through the help of its 
generous corporate partners, the program now impacts thousands of children and their youth baseball and 
softball leagues throughout the city, providing additional resources, instructional player and coaching clinics, 
infrastructure enhancements, uniforms and equipment. The Community Leaders program has expanded its 
footprint and scope to include established community centers and youth programs throughout Greater Houston, 
and down to Uvalde, Texas, and provides tens of thousands of uniforms and equipment to children at no cost. 

For its efforts, the Community Leaders program received the 2017 Allan H. Selig Award for Philanthropic

The Astros Youth Academy is the cornerstone of the Astros Foundation with the initiative to provide youth baseball 
and softball to the young athletes in the Greater Houston Area. The Academy's experienced staff serve over 20,000 
participants providing free baseball and softball instruction, life-skills training, academic support, and initiatives to 
young athletes year-round. The Astros Youth Academy staff plays a vital role in the expansion and development of the 
Foundations’ Community Leader program. 

The Academy is also home to the Houston Astros RBI program and host summer camps and year-round clinics. Astros 
RBI is in its 11" year as an Astros Foundation-run program. The Astros RBI program has established a legacy of success 
nationally, particularly the Astros RBI Softball Team, which has won four recent MLB RBI World Series titles (2018, 2019, 
2021 and 2023). The Astros RBI Senior Boys advanced to the MLB RBI World Series in 2014, 2015, 2016, 2017, 2022 and in 
2023, finally broke through to win their first World Series title. The Junior Boys also advanced to this prestigious event in 
2015 ,2016, 2017 and 2018. 

Since 2014, over 200 RBI members have received baseball or softball opportunities to continue playing at the collegiate 
level, with 33 AYA members receiving baseball/softball college opportunities in 2023. Since 2015, 11 RBI members have 
been drafted by Major League Baseball teams, including the Astros first round draft pick in the 2023 MLB Draft, shortstop 
Brice Matthews. 
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ASTROS FOUNDATION IN 2023 


The 2023 season was a very successful one for the Astros Foundation, as $6.7 million was donated to various 
Houston community programs. 

The 2023 Astros Foundation Charity Game was once again a successful event for the Astros, as over $900,000 was 
rasied, with the proceeds from the telecast benefitting B.I.G. Love Cancer Care, Candlelighters, The Sunshine Kids, 
Texas Children’s and other childhood cancer related organizations. 

The Astros Foundation also put on the Diamond Dreams Gala presented by Chevron in November of 2023, a won- 
derful night of fundraising for the Astros Foundation and New Hope Housing, an organization combatting homeless- 
ness by providing housing and support services for those in need. The event featured a fantastic dinner, live and silent 
auctions and a concert by singer/producer SEAL. 

Astros players pride themselves on giving back to the community, and many did so in 2023 through player-led ini- 
tiatives. Astros shortstop Jeremy Pefa started Pena’s Pals, celebrating kids and their development in academics, char- 
acter building and making healthy choices at each Friday home game in 2023. First baseman José Abreu prioritized 
mental health awareness, partnering with Happy Jack and NAMI Greater Houston to raise mental health awareness 
and participate in the NAMI Greater Houston Walk. Pitcher Phil Maton had Maton Mondays, where he and his wife 
Katelynn welcomed kids battling life-threatening illnesses to Minute Maid Park and provided a special on-field expe- 
rience pregame, tickets to the game and a shopping spree at the Astros Team Store. Astros pitchers Framber Valdez 
and Hector Neris teamed up to host a fan appreciation bowling event to benefit nonprofits in Houston and back in 
their native Dominican Republic. Third baseman Alex Bregman continued his work with his nonprofit Bregman Cares, 
helping those in need and highlighting autism awareness. Finally, Jose Altuve, Kyle Tucker and Lance McCullers Jr. 
hosted the fifth annual “Team Up” event, with the funds raised benefitting causes the trio are passionate about, in- 
cluding animal rescue efforts, hospice care, children’s charities and more. 

The Astros Foundation could not have had the success they did in 2023 without World Champion Volunteers, a 
group of over 3,843 that served over 24,162 hours at 551 events for over 96 partner organizations. 

Additionally, in February of 2023, the Astros Foundation and Minute Maid Park hosted the first Cactus Jack HBCU 
Classic, a round-robin collegiate baseball tournament featuring six Historically Black Colleges and Universities.

Orbit's contributions don’t stop on the field. In the 
community, Orbit makes nearly 300 appearances a year! 
These include everything from public appearances such as community festivals and parades, to private events such 
as corporate events and birthday parties. Orbit also has been known to participate in a number of promotional stunts 
throughout the year, including taking on the BP MS 150 bike ride from Houston to Austin, rappelling down the side of 
the Four Seasons hotel, and tag-teaming events such as the Houston Marathon and the Cypress Triathlon with other 
Houston-area mascots. Additionally, Orbit offers a series of educational assembly shows geared toward elementary 
schools that cover topics such as literacy, anti-bullying, having character, making smart choices during Red Ribbon 
Week, STEM and preparing for the STAAR test. 


In 2019, Orbit joined the team on their trip to Monterrey, Mexico, as they played the Los Angeles Angels as a part of 
MLB's International Series.

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On Nov. 17, 2011, Major League Baseball 
unanimously approved the purchase of 
the Houston Astros by a group headed by 
Houston businessman Jim Crane, marking 
the beginning of a new era of Astros base- 
ball. 

As Owner and Chairman, Jim Crane hit 
the ground running upon taking control 
of the Astros in 2011 by immediately put- 
ting his plan to rebuild the franchise into 
action. As a highly successful businessman 
in Houston and former standout college 
pitcher, Jim’s credentials made him the per- 
fect choice to build a winning team both on 
and off the field in Houston. 

From the start, Jim was clear about his | 
goals: to make the Astros a ballclub that can 
have sustained success at the Major League 
level by building a top-notch farm system and to provide Astros fans with an outstanding experience at Minute Maid 
Park. 

In just six years, Jim Crane took the Astros from worst to first in spectacular fashion. Houston's farm system, which was 
ranked as one of the worst in baseball in 2011, recovered in a three-year span to be ranked as the best in baseball in 2014. 
Since then, that same farm system has produced multiple Major Leaguers and everyday players and has given the Astros 
the ability to pull off multiple trades, all signed off on by Crane, including the acquisitions of Justin Verlander in 2017, 
Gerrit Cole in 2018 and Zack Greinke in 2019. 

Buoyed by promotions and acquisitions, the Major League club went from a 111-loss season in 2013 to ultimately 
winning its first World Series Championship in 2017. The club has continued to produce at the highest level, as the Astros 
posted 100-plus win seasons in four of the last seven years (did not reach the mark in 2020 due to a shortened season 
because of the COVID-19 pandemic). Not only have the Astros reached the postseason each of the last seven seasons, 
but they have advanced to the ALCS in all seven of those years, becoming the first team in AL history to advance to seven 
straight ALCS. In 2019, the Astros set a franchise record with 107 regular season wins and won the American League 
pennant. In 2022, the Astros won their second World Series title, going 11-2 (7-0 through the ALDS and ALCS) as they 
rolled through the postseason after winning their fifth American League West Division title and fourth American League 
pennant in six seasons. Last season in 2023, the Astros won their sixth American League West Division title and advanced 
to their seventh straight ALCS. Overall, four of the club’s five World Series trips, including both the 2022 and 2017 World 
Series Championships, have come under Crane’s ownership. 

In order to make the experience at Minute Maid Park one of the best in baseball, the Astros have made several large- 
scale renovations to the ballpark under Jim’s leadership. The multi-million-dollar investment in center field, the addition 
of the Astros Hall of Fame Alley, the renovations and enhancements to the ballpark’s suites, an upgrade to the video 
board and ribbon boards in the stadium, along with a new Team Store in center field are the most recent innovative up- 
dates that showcase Jim's commitment to making Minute Maid Park a great destination for fans of all ages. 

Jim recognized the need for a new Astros Spring Training facility and successfully moved the team to West Palm Beach 
in 2017, where players and fans now enjoy a first-class, state-of-the-art facility, Ballpark of the Palm Beaches. Through a 
partnership, Jim also purchased an office building five miles from the Spring Training facility and had it redeveloped into 
a Hilton Garden Inn branded hotel which serves the public as well as Astros players, staff and families. 

He also successfully brokered the purchase of the Double A Corpus Christi Hooks in 2015 and was closely involved with 
the acquisition of a Class A Advanced affiliate in the Carolina League in 2017. In 2019, that team had a new stadium built 
in Fayetteville, N.C., and a new name, the Fayetteville Woodpeckers. Ballpark Digest recognized the Woodpeckers’ brand 
with the Logo/Branding of the Year Award in 2019. Additionally, Jim continued to add to the Astros minor league system 
acquiring the Sugar Land Skeeters franchise to serve as the Astros Triple A affiliate prior to the 2021 season. In January of 
2022, the Skeeters underwent a successful re-brand to the Sugar Land Space Cowboys. 

Under Jim’s leadership, the Astros have supported several of MLB's diversity initiatives, including MLB's eighth annual 
Civil Rights Game and ancillary activities as well as MLB’s Diversity Summit, a sports employment and business oppor- 
tunity career and trade fair. Houston has twice hosted the Urban Invitational, a nationally-televised collegiate baseball 
tournament designed to give HBCUs and their baseball programs national exposure, as well as the Breakthrough Series, 
a collegiate and professional scouting showcase featuring a diverse group of top high school players in the country. In 
2023, the Astros debuted the inaugural Astros Foundation Cactus Jack HBCU Classic, hosting six HBCUs for a national- 
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ly-televised tournament at Minute Maid Park featuring traditional 
HBCU rivals from Texas, Louisiana and Mississippi. WHITNEY AND JINPCRANE 


PASSION FOR THE GAME 

Jim hails from St. Louis, Mo. where he became a loyal, spirited 
fan of the St. Louis Cardinals. As a teenager, he caddied for mem- 
bers of the Cardinals team at local golf clubs and parked cars for 

; : : : | 
patrons at Cardinals games. Jim was impressed by the Cardinals’ 
caring, family atmosphere and the team’s close ties with the local 
community. He has carried these values forward throughout his 
life in business, philanthropic and personal relationships. 

As a young man, Jim put his innate passion for baseball into 
action at Central Missouri State University (now the University of 
Central Missouri), where he was a standout pitcher for the Mules 
from 1973-76 under the late, revered coach, Robert Tompkins. Jim still holds the Mules’ single-game strikeout record with 
18, and in 1997, was inducted into the Central Missouri State University Athletic Hall of Fame. 

Jim was the primary underwriter of a $1.2 million renovation in 1998 of the old Mules Field on the University of Central 
Missouri campus. On Jan. 21, 1998, the facility was renamed the James R. Crane Stadium/Robert N. Tompkins Field in hon- 
or of Jim and his beloved coach. Jim continues to contribute to the college annually to provide athletic scholarships for 
Mules baseball. On Jan. 29, 2017, Jim was enshrined in the Missouri Sports Hall of Fame for his outstanding pitching career 
at the University of Central Missouri, his generous donations to UCM baseball and his successful efforts in rebuilding the 
Houston Astros franchise. 

Jim earned a Bachelor of Science degree in industrial safety from Central Missouri State University in 1976. This led to 
a loss-control job evaluating commercial risks for an insurance company and then a move to Houston in 1982, where he 
entered the freight forwarding business. 


SUCCESS IN THE BUSINESS WORLD 

In March of 1984, at the age of 30 and with $10,000 borrowed from his sister, Jim founded Eagle USA Airfreight (EGL, 
Inc.). In his first office located in Houston with a sole employee, Jim handled the loading and trucking himself. The com- 
pany made money in its first month, and Jim ultimately built it into an organization of more than 10,000 employees with 
400-plus facilities in 139 countries. EGL was named one of Houston's “Best Places to Work,” and reached No. 599 on the 
Fortune 1000 list during Jim’s tenure. Jim has been the recipient of a long list of awards and honors for his entrepreneurial 
activities and business successes. The company was acquired in an LBO transaction in August 2007. 

In August of 2008, Crane formed Crane Worldwide Logistics (CWL), 
a premier global provider of customized transportation and logistics 
services. CWL continues to grow rapidly with experienced members of 
Crane’s management team and sales force at the helm. 

Jim’s love of baseball is unabated, and he has added the game of 
golf to his athletic endeavors. He acquired the Floridian, a private golf 
resort in Palm City, Fla., in 2010. In 2017, Jim ventured into the restau- 
rant business and opened Osso & Kristalla and Potente, named after his 
children. In 2018, he also took ownership of the Houston Open, the PGA 
TOUR tournament that was in danger of leaving the city. The tournament 
is operated under the Astros Golf Foundation transitioned to the newly 
renovated Memorial Park Golf Course in 2020.

STEPPING UP AND GIVING BACK 

As Astros Owner and Chairman, Jim has embraced the opportunity to give back to the City of Houston and beyond. 
Since he took ownership of the club, the Astros Foundation has donated and invested over $50 million into the Houston 
community and beyond. 

The Astros Foundation donated $6.7 million to various Houston non-profits in 2023. The funds supported the causes 
that are the five main pillars of the Astros Foundation, including youth baseball and softball initiatives, childhood cancer 
awareness, domestic violence awareness, military causes and homelessness. Also, over $135,000 was granted in schol- 
arship funds. 

In 2022, the Astros Foundation embraced the community of Uvalde, Texas, making them a part of the Astros family 
in the aftermath of the shooting of 19 students and two teachers at Robb Elementary School on May 24, 2022. Crane, 85 
front office staff and the Astros Foundation mobilized to visit the Uvalde community in July 2022 to bring some healing to 
the community through the game of baseball. The Astros then welcomed 3,500 citizens of Uvalde to Minute Maid Park for 
a special Uvalde Strong Day on Aug. 14, 2022 as the Astros took on the Oakland A's. It was also announced that the Uvalde 
Little League would become a part of the Astros Community Leaders Little League program, providing a multi-year 
commitment of over $1.2 million to maintain their little league fields, provide new fencing, concession stand, uniforms, 
equipment and more. The Astros also made Uvalde a special stop on the 2023 Astros Caravan, with Alex Bregman and 
Lance McCullers Jr. visiting with students at Uvalde Elementary and Flores Elementary among four community stops with 
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the 2022 World Series trophy in January 2023. 

In 2021, the Astros Foundation led the way in the fight against 
COVID-19, partnering with the City of Houston to use Minute Maid 
Park as both a COVID-19 testing site and as a vaccination site. 

In April of 2020, during the early stages of the pandemic, Jim 
stepped up to connect the Astros Foundation with Crane World- 
wide Logistics, which resulted in millions of medical supplies be- 
ing delivered to Houston hospitals within the Texas Medical Cen- 
ter. The goal of the partnership was to provide funding, logistics 
and transportation support for much-needed medical supplies 
and Personal Protective Equipment (PPE) being used by health- 
care professionals to treat COVID-19 patients. 

In 2020, Jim also connected the Astros Foundation and Crane 
Worldwide with Astros players Carlos Correa and Martin Maldona- 
do plus other MLB players from Puerto Rico to assist with deliver- 
ing medical supplies to the island during the COVID-19 pandemic. 
In that endeavor, the Astros Foundation and Crane Worldwide covered 100% of the freight and transportation costs and 
also coordinated the logistics to get those much-needed medical supplies to Puerto Rico. 

Crane and the Astros Foundation are the first to jump to action after natural disasters in the area, holding supply 

drives at Minute Maid Park to support relief efforts for communities impacted by storms and other natural disasters. Most 
recently, the Astros Foundation supported the communities affected by the wildfires in Maui in 2023. Drives were held 
0 collect supplies for communities in Louisiana impacted by Hurricane Laura in 2020 and Hurricane Ida in 2021. In 2021, 
he Astros Foundation and Alex Bregman held a water distribution drive to support local Houstonians during recovery 
from Winter Storm Uri. 
In the immediate aftermath of Hurricane Harvey in 2017, Jim and the Astros ownership group were among the first to 
pledge $4 million to relief efforts. Jim also facilitated the shipment of more than 240,000 pounds of disaster relief supplies 
0 Puerto Rico, where he was instrumental in transporting families of Astros and other MLB players, as well as hospitalized 
patients in critical condition, to safety. 

In 2018, when the City of Houston was in danger of losing the Houston Open golf tournament, Jim helped establish 
he Astros Golf Foundation to ensure that the historic, PGA Tour tournament would remain in Houston. As a result, since 
2019, the Houston Open has been presented by the Astros Golf Foundation and has had a tremendous impact on the 
Houston community, becoming the single-biggest fundraiser for the Astros Foundation. The Astros Golf Foundation 
spearheaded a $34 million renovation to Memorial Park Golf Course, which now plays host to the Houston Open. One of 
he key goals of the Astros Golf Foundation is to provide much-needed resources and funds to the citizens and commu- 
nity of Houston through park improvements, charitable fundraising and investing in youth programs. 

Jim is committed to providing local children the opportunities he feels baseball afforded him in his youth. One of 
his first initiatives after purchasing the Astros was the creation of the Astros Community Leaders program, which won 
MLB's prestigious Allan H. Selig Award for Philanthropic Excellence in 2017. As part of the program, a multi-million-dollar 
partnership was formed with the City of Houston's Parks and Recreation Department and included participation from 
several corporate partners, whose financial donations supported the field refurbishments, year-round maintenance, 
league programming and uniforms. Now, tens of thousands of young athletes receive free uniforms, equipment, tickets 
to Astros games and professional instruction through the Community Leaders program. The parents, coaches and league 
participants also benefit from different types of clinics through the Community Leaders program, attending clinics on 
coaching, groundskeeping, nutrition, education, and much more. 

“Baseball was very important to my development,” Jim said. “Playing baseball made me a lot more confident and 
comfortable in my ability to achieve things. I’d like to be able to help more kids get the opportunities that | had through 
baseball.” 

Jim has been the recipient of a long list of awards and honors for his entrepreneurial activities and business successes. 
In 2019, Jim was recognized as the MD Anderson “Living Legend” and was also presented with the Ben Taub Humanitar- 
ian Award at their Jubilee of Caring event. He also won the 2019 Houston Sports Award Executive of the Year award. In 
May of 2018, he received the Public Service Award from the American Leadership Forum and was also inducted into the 
St. Louis Sports Hall of Fame where he received the August A. Busch, Jr. Award. On November 1, 2018, Jim was inducted 
into the Texas Business Hall of Fame and in December 2018 received the Jack Buck Award from the Missouri Athletic Club 
in St. Louis, Missouri. 

Most recently, in February 2024, First Tee Houston honored Jim Crane and the Astros Golf Foundation for their Game 
Changer Award as part of their 20th anniversary celebration.

Dana Brown was named the 14th 
General Manager in Astros franchise his- 
tory on Jan. 25, 2023. 

Brown became the second Afri- 
can-American general manager in Astros 
history, joining Bob Watson (1994-95). He 
enters his second season as general man- 
ager in 2024. 

In 2023, his first season as the As- | 
tros general manager, the team won | 
the American League West for the third- 
straight season and finished with a record 
of 90-72, advancing through the division- 
al round to their seventh-straight Ameri- 
can League Championship Series. Brown 
becomes the first Astros general manager 
to win a division title in their first year as 
general manager. 

Under Brown the Astros signed start- 
ing pitcher Christian Javier to a contract extension through 2027 in spring training 2023. At the 2023 trade deadline, 
Brown made his first major move, reacquiring Cy Young Award-winning pitcher Justin Verlander and cash consider- 
ations from the New York Mets, in exchange for minor league outfielders Drew Gilbert and Ryan Clifford. Prior to the 
2024 season, Brown made the first managerial selection of his career, naming longtime coach Joe Espada the 20th 
manager in Astros franchise history. He also orchestrated a big offseason signing of five-time All-Star left-handed 
reliever Josh Hader to bolster an already strong bullpen. In February 2024, Brown also extended Astros star second 
baseman Jose Altuve for five seasons, through 2029, keeping the eight time All-Star, 2017 MVP and future Hall of Fame 
candidate as an Astro for life. 

Brown joined the Astros after spending four seasons (2019-22) with the Atlanta Braves organization as their Vice 
President, Scouting. In that role, he oversaw several successful drafts in which the Braves selected impact players 
such as outfielder Michael Harris, right-handed pitcher Spencer Strider and infielder Vaughn Grissom. In 2022, Harris 
earned National League Rookie of the Year honors while Strider finished second. 

The Braves success during Brown's tenure there, which included five straight division titles and a World Series 
championship in 2021, was in large part the result of a solid farm system. 

Prior to joining the Braves, Brown spent nine seasons (2010-18) with the Toronto Blue Jays as a special assistant 
to the general manager. In that span, the Blue Jays earned an American League East Division title in 2015 and a Wild 
Card berth in 2016. The postseason appearance in 2015 was the first for the Blue Jays since 1993. 

Before his stint in Toronto, Brown served as the Director of Scouting for the Nationals/Expos franchise for nine 
seasons (2001-09). During his tenure, the Nationals/Expos would draft over 40 players that would go on to appear in 
the Major Leagues. Seven players drafted in that span would earn All-Star status, including lan Desmond, Stephen 
Strasburg and Ryan Zimmerman. 

Brown's career also includes an eight-year stint with the Pittsburgh Pirates, where he served as their area scouting 
supervisor and east coast cross checker. 

Brown also played professionally for three seasons as an outfielder in the Phillies minor league system after being 
drafted out of Seton Hall University in the 35th round of the 1989 June Draft. In three minor league seasons as an 
outfielder, Brown hit .262 in 280 games with 82 stolen bases, advancing as high at Double-A in his final season in 1991. 

One of his teammates at Seton Hall was Astros Hall of Famer Craig Biggio. Brown also played with three other 
future Major Leagues while at Seton Hall: former All-Star and MVP first baseman Mo Vaughn, shortstop John Valentin 
and left-handed pitcher Kevin Morton. Brown was inducted into the Seton Hall University Hall of Fame in 2008 and 
the New Jersey Sportswriter Hall of Fame in 2012 for notable accomplishments in baseball. 

Brown and his wife, Casandra, have two children, Dana Jr. and Autumn.

ANDREW BALL 


ASSISTANT GENERAL MANAGER 


Andrew Ball is in his third season as Assistant General Manager for the Astros. In his role, he assists Dana Brown 
with all aspects of Baseball Operations, primarily focusing on Major League roster management, player evaluation 
and procurement, contract negotiations, and rules compliance. He also oversees Research & Development and 
Sports Medicine & Performance and works closely with all departments on long-term strategy, innovation, and 
facilitating learning and development. 

Prior to joining the Astros, Ball spent five seasons (2017-2021) as the Director of Baseball Operations for the 
Los Angeles Angels and three seasons (2014-2016) with the Tampa Bay Rays in their Pro Scouting department. He 
began his career in professional baseball with the independent York Revolution, starting as an intern in 2011 before 
spending two seasons as Manager of Baseball Operations. 

Ball graduated from Gwynedd-Mercy College, where he earned a business administration degree and pitched 
for the baseball team. He lives in Houston with his wife, Rachel. 


CHARLES COOK 


ASSISTANT GENERAL MANAGER 


Charles Cook enters his ninth year with the Astros, eighth in a full-time capacity and second as Assistant 
General Manager. Charles previously held the roles of Senior Director of Player Evaluation, Baseball Operations 
Coordinator, Manager of Amateur Scouting Analysis and Director of Player Evaluation for the Astros. 

Charles is a 2015 graduate of Yale University, where he was a member of the baseball and football teams. As a 
student, he held a summer internship with the Astros business strategy & analytics department. 


GAVIN DICKEY 


Gavin Dickey was promoted to assistant general manager in November of 2023 after spending the 2023 season 
as special assistant to the general manager. 

He has been with the Astros organization since 2011, which is when he was hired as an area scout. As part of his 
current duties, Dickey oversees player development, player personnel, minor league operations and performance 
science. 

After a six-year minor league playing career as an outfielder, Dickey was hired by the Astros as an area scout 
in September of 2011, covering South Texas. From 2013-15, his territory to cover was moved to Georgia and North 
Florida. In 2016, he was promoted to regional cross checker, covering the Southeast region of the country, before 
being named national crosschecker in 2018. In 2021, he was named as a special assignment scout, handling those 
duties until 2023 when he was promoted to special assistant to the general manager. 

Dickey was originally drafted out of the University of Florida by the Seattle Mariners in the 12th round of the 
2006 June Draft. He ended up playing six seasons of minor league baseball (2006-11) advancing as high as Double-A. 

Prior to his college career, Dickey was a highly-recruited quarterback and centerfielder at Lincoln High School 
in Tallahassee, FL. As a quarterback (4.4 time in the 40-yard dash), Dickey received several scholarship offers before 
deciding to attend the University of Florida, where he played football and baseball. During his junior year on the 
baseball diamond, he would hit .304 with 11 home runs and 41 RBI in just 50 games prior to being drafted by Seattle. 

Dickey and his wife, Rachel, have two children, son Tristan (6) and daughter Alessa (4). 
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Jeff Bagwell, who was inducted into the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 2017 and the Astros Hall of Fame in 2019, was 
one of the greatest sluggers of all-time. 

In his current role as Senior Advisor, Ownership & Baseball Operations, Bagwell is an active member of the Baseball 
Operations department, directly supporting player development, scouting and talent acquisition. He is also a key advisor 
to both ownership and Astros General Manager Dana Brown. 

Additionally, Bagwell makes public appearances, acts as an ambassador for the organization, and can be heard on the 
club's TV and radio broadcasts, serving as a part-time color analyst on both platforms. 

In his illustrious playing career with the Astros, which spanned 15 years, Bagwell hit .297 with 488 doubles, 32 triples, 
449 home runs, 1,529 RBI with a .948 OPS (.408 OBP/.540 SLG) in 2,150 games. The four-time All-Star and three-time Silver 
Slugger Award winner was the first player in Astros history to be named the MVP of his league (1994), as well as the first 
player to receive a Rookie of the Year Award (1991). The franchise leader in homers, walks and RBI, Bagwell was also known 
for his elite defense at first base, winning a Rawlings Gold Glove Award in 1994. He is the only first baseman in MLB history 
to record a 30-homer, 30-stolen base season, which he accomplished twice (1997, 1999). Under Bagwell’s leadership, the 
Astros won four division titles and made the playoffs six times, reaching the National League Championship Series in 2004 
and the World Series in 2005. 


SPECIAL ADVISOR, BASEBALL OPERATIONS & COMMUNITY OUTREACH EXECUTIVE 


Hall of Famer and longtime Astros icon Craig Biggio is in his 17th season as an important part of the Astros front 
office. In his role, Craig works in several areas, including with the baseball operations staff in its Major and minor league 
player development programs, scouting, and talent evaluation. Additionally, Craig participates in the club's community 
development programs and the Astros partnership initiatives. 

On Jan. 6, 2015, Craig Biggio became the first player in Astros history to be voted into the National Baseball Hall of Fame 
after receiving 82.7 percent of the total votes from the Baseball Writers’ Association of America. He was officially inducted into 
the HOF during the annual ceremony in Cooperstown on July 26, 2015. Craig was also inducted to the Astros Hall of Fame on 
August 3, 2019, as a part of the inaugural class. 

The franchise career leader in hits, games played, runs scored, and at-bats, Craig retired at the end of the 2007 season 
following a stellar, 20-year career, all with the Astros. His No. 7 was retired by the ballclub on Aug. 17, 2008. 

He finished his career with 3,060 hits, 668 doubles, 291 homers, 1,175 RBI, and a .281 career average in 2,850 games. He 
remains the franchise leader in several categories, including hits, doubles, games played and runs (1844). 

A first-round selection by Houston in the June 1987 draft, Craig became the first Astro to reach the 3,000-hit plateau 
with a seventh-inning single against Colorado's Aaron Cook on June 28, 2007 at Minute Maid Park. His 3,060 hits rank 25th all- 
time, and his 668 career doubles are the 2nd-most of any right-handed hitter in Major League history (sixth all-time overall). 

Craig's 20 seasons with Houston are a franchise record, and he also made a club-best 19 consecutive Opening Day starts. 
He is also the only player in Major League history to reach all of the following milestones: 600 doubles (668), 250 home runs 
(291), 2,700 hits (3,060), and 400 stolen bases (414). Craig and Cal Ripken Jr. are the only middle infielders (only 13 players 
all-time) to collect 3,000 hits and 1,000 extra-base hits. 

Craig was named to a franchise-record seven National League All-Star teams, received five Silver Slugger Awards, four 
Rawlings Gold Glove Awards and was a member of six Astros playoff teams. Craig holds National League records for leadoff 
home runs with 53 (ranks second all-time) and for hits in interleague play with 201. He also led all players during the 2005 
postseason with 18 hits. 

Additionally, Craig was the 2007 recipient of the Roberto Clemente Award, a prestigious honor bestowed upon one 
Major League player each season by Major League Baseball and the Clemente family recognizing community service. Craig 
has been actively involved with the Sunshine Kids throughout his career, a support organization for children with cancer and 
their families. 

Craig and wife Patty reside in Houston and have two sons, Conor and Cavan, and one daughter, Quinn. In 2010, Craig 
coached his sons’ St. Thomas High School baseball team to the Texas Class 5A state championship. Both Conor (graduate '15) 
and Cavan (drafted ‘16) played baseball for the University of Notre Dame. Cavan was drafted by the Blue Jays and made his 
Major League debut for Toronto in 2019. On Sept. 17, 2019 in Baltimore, Cavan hit for the cycle, making he and his father just 
the second father-son duo to each hit for the cycle in an MLB game; Quinn was a member of the Notre Dame softball team. 


ROS FRONT OFFICE 


SPECIAL ASSISTANT TO THE GENERAL MANAGER 


Russ Bove (pronounced boe-vay) joined the Astros in 2023 as a special assistant to the general manager and 
enters his second season in the role in 2024. 

Bove brings close to 40 years of experience in professional scouting to the Astros. His current role will include 
assisting with the amateur draft as well as minor league player evaluation. 

Prior to joining the Astros, Bove had served as a special assignment scout for the Toronto Blue Jays since 2010, 
during which time he worked alongside current Astros General Manager Dana Brown. While in Toronto, Bove was 
a part of the signing of several current Major League players, including Bo Bichette, Marcus Stroman and Vladimir 
Guerrero Jr. During his stint in Toronto, Bove was named East Coast Scout of the Year at the Winter Meetings in 
December of 2017. 

Bove's career in scouting began in 1983 with the Major League Scouting Bureau. In 1992, he was hired by the 
Brewers organization where he would first serve as an area scout before being promoted to East Coast Supervisor. 
In 2004, he worked as an area scout for the Montreal Expos for one season before being hired by the New York Mets 
as amateur scouting director. He would remain with the Mets until 2011, at which time he would join the Blue Jays. 

A native of Queens, NY, Bove received a Bachelor’s of Science degree in business from St. John’s University. While 
in college, he was the Team MVP of the St. John’s baseball team in 1971 was twice named as a District II All-American. 


ENOS CABELL 


COMMUNITY OUTREACH EXECUTIVE 


Enos Cabell is in his 20th season working in the front office for the Astros, since re-joining the club in an 
official capacity on Nov. 17, 2004. In his wide-ranging role, Enos assists the Astros Baseball Operations staff and the 
Astros scouting department in evaluating the Astros Major and minor league players, along with other projects 
and assignments within the Astros community programs. Enos also plays a key role in the Astros Foundation’s 
relationship with Texas Southern University. 

During his 15-year Major League playing career, Enos played for the Astros from 1975-80 and 1984-85 and is 
in the top 10 in franchise history in several categories. In 1978, he was named the team’s MVP after setting club 
records in at-bats (660) and games (162) and tallying a then-record 195 hits, which ranked third in the National 
League. He currently ranks tied for eighth on the club’s all-time list in stolen bases (191) and tied for sixth in career 
batting average (.281). 

Enos stole more than 30 bases for four straight seasons (1976-1979) while with Houston. In 1,688 career big 
league games from 1972-86, he hit .277 (1647x5952) with 60 home runs and 596 RBI. He started 149 games at third 
base for the 1980 National League West Champion Astros and played on two other division-winning clubs, the 1974 
Baltimore Orioles and the 1985 Los Angeles Dodgers. 

From 1991-94, Enos was an analyst on Home Sports Entertainment telecasts of Astros home games and from 
1991-96, he hosted the weekly call-in show, Astros Report, on KCOH Radio. He was a member of the Texas Southern 
University’s Board of Regents from 1995-2001 and served as interim athletic director for the school in 2000. 

Enos is a graduate of L.A. Harbor Junior College in San Pedro, Calif., where he was an all-conference selection in 
baseball. He is a cousin of former Major Leaguers Dick Davis and Ken Landreaux. He and his wife, Ruby, make their 
home in Missouri City, Texas. Enos has three sons, Marcus, Stephen and Cordell. 
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JOSE CRUZ 


COMMUNITY OUTREACH EXECUTIVE 


The 2024 season is the 41st with the Houston Astros organization for Jose Cruz, who is one of the most popular 
figures in franchise history. 

Jose has served in several roles with the Astros during his long, distinguished tenure. In his current role as 
community outreach executive, Jose makes public appearances on behalf of the club and serves as an ambassador 
for the organization. 

Prior to his current role, he spent five seasons as a special assistant to the general manager (2010-14). Prior to 
that, he was a Major League coach for 13 seasons (1997-2009). 

On the field, Jose spent 13 of his outstanding 18-year Major League playing career as an outfielder with the 
Astros (1975-87). In that span, he developed into an All-Star and one of the most popular players ever to wear the 
Astros uniform. Nicknamed “Cheo’, Jose held franchise records in games, at-bats, hits, total bases and triples at the 
time of his retirement. His 80 career triples remain the franchise record. In addition to his Astros career, Jose also 
played for the St. Louis Cardinals (1970-74) and the New York Yankees (1988). 

Jose holds the distinction of being involved with the first nine of the Astros postseason appearances, three as a 
player (1980, ‘81 and‘86) and six as a coach (1997-99, ‘01, ‘04-05). He was the Astros Team MVP four times and hit .300 
six times in his career while stealing 317 bases. 

Jose's uniform No. 25 was retired by the Astros on Oct. 3, 1992, along with former teammate Mike Scott's No. 33. 
They were the third and fourth numbers retired by the team. In 1999, Jose was selected by a panel of experts as one 
of the three outfielders on the franchise's All-Astrodome team. In 2003, he was inducted into the Texas Baseball Hall of 
Fame. On August 3, 2019, Jose was inducted into the Astros Hall of Fame as a part of the inaugural class. 

Jose and his wife, Zoraida, make their home in Houston and have four children: Jose Javier, Jose Cheito, Shakira 
and Jose Enrique. His son, Jose Jr, was the first-round selection (third player overall) of the Seattle Mariners in the 
1995 June free agent draft. Jose Jr. graduated from Bellaire (TX) High School and attended Rice University, where he 
currently serves as the Owls Head Coach. As a high school player, he led Bellaire to the number one national ranking 
by USA Today and was a finalist for the Golden Spikes Award while at Rice. Jose Enrique also excelled on the baseball 
diamond, helping to lead Rice University to a national championship in 2003 before being drafted by the New York 
Yankees in the 13th round of the 2003 June Draft. 


SPECIAL ASSISTANT TO THE GENERAL MANAGER 


Will Sharp is entering his 12th season with the Houston Astros and was promoted to Special Assistant to the 
General Manager in November 2023. Prior to that, Sharp spent the past two seasons as Special Advisor to Baseball 
Operations. Sharp is focused on pro player evaluation and management of the Astros’ Major League and 40-man 
rosters. 

Sharp also worked as an Analyst, Pro Scouting and Manager, Major League Strategy while based in Houston, 
beginning in December 2017. Sharp was originally hired by the Astros in December 2012 as a professional scout 
based out of Athens, Ga., a role in which he was responsible for evaluations of Major and minor league players and 
contributed work to arbitration and other roster management decisions in the off season. 

Sharp began his career as a Baseball Operations intern with the Los Angeles Dodgers during his sophomore 
year of college in January 2007. He then worked for the Dodgers as a Baseball Operations Assistant with a focus on 
pro scouting, serving as a liaison between the club’s professional scouts and its front office decision makers, from 
November 2009 to November 2012. 

A Los Angeles native and 2009 graduate of the University of Southern California with a major in Economics and 
a minor in Religion, Sharp now resides in Columbus, OH with his wife, Tatiana, and their two dogs, Pooch and Penny. 
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JACOB BUFFA 


SENIOR DIRECTOR, PLAYER DEVELOPMENT AND PERFORMANCE SCIENCE 


In 2024, Jacob Buffa enters his sixth season with the Astros and first as Senior Director, Player Development and 
Performance Science. Buffa joined the Astros in January 2019 as a development coach and was promoted to Director of 
Performance Science in January 2022 where he was responsible for building the first Performance Science department for 
the Astros. Currently Buffa oversees biomechanics, sports science and player development. In this role he is responsible 
for setting the vision and strategy for how minor leaguers are developed under the Astros system. As well as leading the 
initiatives on technology acquisition and performance research. 

Prior to joining the Astros, Buffa co-founded a baseball performance facility in St. Louis Missouri. A 2016 Graduate 
of Missouri State University, Buffa currently resides in Houston with his wife, Shanna. 


DERIC LADNIER 


SENIOR DIRECTOR, AMATEUR SCOUTING 


Deric Ladnier enters his first season with the Astros as the Senior Director of Amateur Scouting. He spent the 
previous nine season with the D-backs and has 35 years of experience in scouting and player development. 

With the D-backs, Ladnier oversaw all aspects of amateur scouting and talent evaluation for the annual 
MLB Draft. In June 2015, he and his staff used the No. 1 overall pick to select infielder Dansby Swanson. Under his 
direction, the D-backs drafted the 2023 NL Rookie of the Year, Corbin Carroll in the first round of the 2019 draft 
and top-five prospect Jordan Lawlar as the sixth overall pick 2021. Other notable draftees include Dalton Varsho, 
Brandon Pfaadt, Alec Thomas, Tommy Henry, Kevin Ginkel, Ryne Nelson and Drey Jamison. During his time with the 
D-backs, the organization went from a last place club with the worst farm system in baseball to a top three system 
and the 2023 National League pennant. 

Ladnier spent seven seasons with the Nationals as a national crosschecker and special assistant to the general 
manager from 2008-14. The Nationals were NL East division champs in 2012, ‘14 and finished second in 2013. 

He also spent seasons with the Royals (2000-08) as senior director of scouting. Notable draftees include 2009 
AL Cy Young Award winner and former Astro Zack Greinke; members of the Royals’ 2014-15 World Series teams, 
including current D-backs Jarrod Dyson and Greg Holland, as well as Alex Gordon, Eric Hosmer, Billy Butler, Mike 
Moustakas, Luke Hochevar (2006's No. 1 overall pick) and Danny Duffy; and Mike Montgomery. 

Ladnier worked for the Braves from 1991-2000 as area supervisor, Director of Minor League Operations, 
Regional Supervisor and Assistant Director of Scouting and Player Development. During his 10 seasons, the 
organization was recognized as having a Top-6 Minor League system by Baseball America. 

As a player, Ladnier was the Royals’ eighth-round pick in the 1985 draft out of University of Mississippi. 

Deric and his wife, Misty, reside in Gulf Breeze, Fla. They have six daughters: Kalen, Megan, Ashley, Laken, 
Brooklyn and Saylor. 


JJ, RUBY 
SENIOR DIRECTOR, RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT 


JJ Ruby, who joined the Houston Astros full-time in October 2022, is currently the Senior Director of Research 
and Development. In this role, JJ oversees the direction of R&D activities and helps lead the technical vision for 
the organization, benefiting from excellent collaboration across baseball operations and the Astros more broadly. 

Prior to joining the Astros, JJ was a Lawrence Postdoctoral Fellow at Lawrence Livermore National Laboratory 
while also working as a consultant within the R&D department of the Astros.

On November 13, 2023, Joe Espada was named as the 20th manager in franchise history, replacing Dusty Baker, 
who announced his retirement from managing following the 2023 season. 

Espada, who is a native of Santurce, Puerto Rico, is the second Latino manager in Astros history, joining Cuban- 
born Preston Gomez, who managed Houston in 1974-75. 

This is the first Major League managing stint for Espada, who has several years of experience as a Major 
League coach, including the last six seasons (2018-23) as the Astros bench coach. In that span, the Astros have won 
three American League Pennants, a World Series championship and have advanced to the ALCS in all six seasons. 
Additionally, the Astros have played 90 postseason games since 2018, which is by far the most in the Majors in that 
span. 

Prior to joining the Astros in 2018, Espada spent three seasons as the Yankees third base coach from 2015- 
17, and four seasons as the Marlins third base coach from 2010-13. In between those two coaching stints, Espada 
served as a pro scout for the Yankees in 2014. Overall, he has 13 years of experience as a Major League coach. 

Espada also has experience as a manager, having spent two stints as a skipper in the Puerto Rican Winter 
League, the first with Manati (2012-13) and the second with Carolina (2014-15). He also served as a third base coach 
for Team Puerto Rico in the 2013 and 2017 World Baseball Classics. 

Before retiring as a player, Espada spent 10 seasons (1996-2005) as an infielder in the minor leagues after being 
selected by the Oakland A's in the second round of the 1996 MLB Amateur Draft. His playing career included stops 
in the Oakland (1996-2000), Florida (now Miami, 2001), Colorado (2001), Kansas City (2002), St. Louis (2003), Texas 
(2003) and Tampa Bay (2004) organizations. His best season came in 1999 with Double A Midland when he hit .338 
in 113 games, finishing second in the Texas League among qualified hitters. 

After retiring as a player, Espada began his coaching career in the Marlins minor league system in 2006. He 
would coach in the minor leagues for the Marlins for four seasons (2006-09) before being named third base coach 
for the Major League club in 2010. 

Over the past six seasons in Houston, Espada also served as infield coach, mentoring some of the game’s 
biggest stars, including 2022 AL Gold Glove winner Jeremy Pena, who became the first rookie shortstop ever to win 
a Gold Glove. In 2021, both Carlos Correa and Yuli Gurriel earned Gold Glove Awards, while the Astros earned the 
Rawlings AL Team Gold Glove Award. 

Additionally, under Espada’s tutelage, the Astros have led the American League in fielding percentage in four 
of the last six seasons and have led the Majors in three of the last six seasons. 

Prior to his professional career, Espada attended the University of Mobile (Ala.), where he still owns the school’s 
top two single-season batting averages (.468 in 1995 and .446 in 1996) and top overall career batting average of 
442.

Espada is married to Dr. Pamela Espada, who is the sister of Orioles manager Brandon Hyde's wife. The Espada’s 
have two daughters, Eliana Marie and Viviana Elena. Active in the community both in Puerto Rico and in Houston, 
Espada has given countless clinics to youth baseball groups, including at the Astros Youth Academy. Espada has 


also been involved in various Houston charities, and enjoys spending time with his family.

The 2024 season will be Omar Lopez’ fifth as a member of the Astros Major League coaching staff and his first 
as the bench coach. Lopez was named as Joe Espada’s replacement as bench coach after Espada was named as the 
Astros new manager following the 2023 season. Lopez had spent three of the last four seasons as the Astros first base 
coach (2020, 2022-23) and one as the third base coach (2021), filling in for Gary Pettis as he recovered from multiple 
myloma. 

In March of 2023, Lopez served as manager of Team Venezuela for the World Baseball Classic. His roster included 
Jose Altuve and Luis Garcia. Lopez, who was born in Valencia, VZ, also was a part of Team Venezuela's staff in the 2017 
World Baseball Classic, serving as their quality control coach. 

Although the 2024 season is Lopez’ fifth on the Astros Major League staff, it is his 26th season in the Astros 
organization overall. He joined the Astros Major League staff in 2020 after a successful two-year stint as manager of 
the Double-A Corpus Christi Hooks (2018-19). In 2018, Lopez was named the Texas League Manager of the Year after 
guiding the Hooks to an 82-56 record and a spot in the postseason. 6 

Overall, Lopez spent 12 seasons managing in the Astros farm system. Prior to managing the Hooks, he had stints 
at Buies Creek (2017), Quad Cities (2013-14, 2016), Lancaster (2015), Greeneville (2011-12), the Gulf Coast League (2009- 
10) and the Venezuelan Summer League (2008). In 2013, Lopez led Quad Cities to a Midwest League Championship 
title after an 81-57 finish in the regular season. That team featured 16 future Major Leaguers, including two future All 
Stars in shortstop Carlos Correa and right-handed pitcher Lance McCullers Jr. 

Additionally, Lopez was named the Manager of the Year in the Venezuelan Professional Baseball League for the 
2014-15 season after guiding the Caribes de Anzoategui to a league-best 39-24 regular season record and an LVBP 
Championship title in what was his first year as the club's manager. As a 38-year-old, Lopez was the youngest manager 
in the league and became the third manager in the history of the Caribes club to win the prestigious award. 

In 2010, Lopez earned the Astros Player Development Man of the Year award, as he was credited with guiding 
the organization's Spanish-speaking prospects through their first year of professional baseball in the United States. 
Prior to starting his managerial career in 2008, Lopez served as a hitting and infield instructor in the Astros Venezuelan 
program and was a full-time scout from 1999-2007. While in Venezuela, Lopez was one of the scouts who recommended 
that the Astros sign Jose Altuve, who was a little-known, 16-year-old free agent at the time. 

A native of Valencia, Venezuela, Lopez played three seasons of minor league baseball with the Chicago White Sox 
(1996-97) and Arizona Diamondbacks (1998). He played his first professional season with Rookie Level Bristol in 1996, 
leading the club in walks over 55 games. In 1997 at Bristol, the third baseman hit .276 with 23 RBI while setting career 
highs in almost every category. He finished his playing career in 1998 with Arizona's Class A affiliate at South Bend. 

Lopez and his wife, Helen, reside in Orlando, Fla. They have two children, Omar Eduardo and Emily Gabriela.

Prior to joining the Major League staff, Miller 
spent the 2018 season as the organization’s minor league pitching coordinator. He also served as the Astros complex 
pitching coordinator for two seasons from 2016-17, overseeing the Astros pitching programs at their complex in West 
Palm Beach, Fla. 

Miller began his coaching career in 2013 as a pitching coach at Rookie Level Greeneville, which followed a two- 
year stint as a pro scout for the Astros. He then spent three total seasons as Greeneville’s pitching coach, helping to 
lead the club to an Appalachian League Championship title in 2015. 

A veteran of seven minor league seasons as a pitcher in the Phillies (2001-2003) and Astros (2005-08) organiza- 
tions, Miller was originally drafted by Philadelphia in the 32nd round of the June 2001 draft out of North Carolina State 
University. During his 10 combined seasons in the minors and Independent leagues (2004-05, 2009-10), he posted a 
67-55 record and a 4.01 ERA.

The 2024 season will be Snitker’s sixth season on the Major League coaching staff, but his ninth with the Astros 
organization overall. Prior to joining the Astros big club, he spent his 2018 season as the hitting coach at Double 
A Corpus Christi, where he was named as the Texas League’s Inaugural Mike Coolbaugh Memorial Coach of the 
Year, which is given to a Texas League figure who has shown an outstanding baseball work ethic, knowledge of the 
game, and skill in mentoring young players on the field. 

Snitker originally joined the Astros in 2016 as the organization's rehab hitting coordinator and a coach for the 
GCL Astros. In 2017, he was the hitting coach at Class A Advanced Buies Creek and the next season, he was promot- 
ed to Corpus Christi. 

Prior to joining the Astros, Snitker was a graduate assistant on the baseball coaching staff at his alma mater, 
the University of North Georgia. 

The former catcher played two seasons in the Atlanta Braves minor league system (2011-12) before getting 
traded to Pittsburgh in 2013. He then played one season in the Independent Atlantic League (2013). 

Snitker was drafted by the Braves in the 19th round of the 2011 draft after a highly successful two-year run at 
North Georgia. During his final season at the school in 2011, Snitker was named Peach Belt All-Conference after 
hitting .340 with a team-best six home runs and 44 RBI, while starting behind the dish in all 54 of the Saints’ games. 

Snitker has a bachelor’s degree in exercise science and a master’s degree in physical education. He is also a 
Certified Strength and Conditioning Specialist (CSCS).

On December 1, 2023, the Astros announced that Dave Clark would be joining the Major League staff as first 
base coach, marking a return to the Astros organization for the longtime coach and former player. 

Clark enters 2024 with 14 seasons of experience as a Major League coach, which includes five seasons as part 
of the Astros Major League coaching staff, and parts of 13 seasons as a Major League player, including one season 
with the Astros (1998). 

His most recent stint as a Major League coach was with the Detroit Tigers, where he served as their third base 
coach from 2014-19 before moving to first base coach in 2020. 

Prior to joining the Tigers staff, Clark spent five seasons with the Astros Major League staff, as third base coach 
from 2009-12 and as first base coach in 2013. Clark also had a brief stint as Astros manager in 2009 after being 
named on an interim basis on Sept. 21, replacing Cecil Cooper. Clark managed the club’s final 13 games. 

n addition to his Major League duties, Clark spent the 2010-11 offseason managing the Licey Tigers in the 
Dominican Winter League. 

Prior to joining the Astros Major League coaching staff, Clark spent four seasons as a minor league manager 
(2005-08) in the Astros farm system, which included three seasons (2005-07) guiding the Double A Corpus Christi 
Hooks, whom he led to the Texas League championship in 2006. Clark moved up to manage the Triple A Round 
Rock Express in 2008 before joining the Astros coaching staff in 2009. 

Prior to his stint managing in the Astros system, Clark had success managing in the Pirates farm system, 
earning Carolina League Manager of the Year honors at Class A Lynchburg in 2003 and then leading Class A Hickory 
to an 85-55 record en route to the South Atlantic League title in 2004. 

Clark’s first season coaching came in 2000 as the Triple A Nashville Sounds hitting coach. After just one season 
as a minor league coach, Clark was hired as the Pirates Major League hitting coach, a post he would hold for the 
next two seasons (2001-02). 

Clark played for the Indians (1986-89), Cubs (1990, 97), Royals (1991), Pirates (1992-96), Dodgers (1996) and 
Astros (1998) during his 13-year Major League playing career, compiling a .264 average with 62 home runs and 284 
RBI in 905 career games. He made two postseason appearances, one of which was in the 1998 National League 
Division Series while with the Astros where he appeared in two games as a pinch-hitter (walked both times). Clark 
also appeared in two games for the Dodgers in the 1996 NLDS. 

Clark was originally selected by Cleveland in the first round (11th overall pick) of the 1983 June Draft and made 
his Major League debut with the Indians in 1986. He posted a .302 average in 808 career minor league games, 
including a .340 clip with 30 HR in just 108 games in 1987 at Buffalo (AA). 

He attended Jackson (MS) State University where he was the team’s MVP and top hitter in both 1982 and 1983. 
He was inducted into the Jackson State Sports Hall of Fame in November 2000, joining the likes of Walter Payton, 
Jackie Slater and Dennis “Oil Can” Boyd. His brother, Louis, played seven years in the NFL with Seattle (1987-93) and 
Green Bay (1994) and currently serves as director of pro personnel for the Los Angeles Chargers. 

Clark and his wife, Vivian, make their home in Nashville, TN, and have two daughters: Meki and Kiki. He is a 1980 
graduate of Shannon (MS) High School, and was 26-0 as a Golden Gloves boxer while in high school.

Gary Pettis is the senior member of the Astros Major League coaching staff as the 2024 season will be his 10th as 
the club's third base coach. Pettis was named the Astros third base coach on Oct. 17, 2014. In addition to his duties as 
third base coach, Pettis is also the Astros outfield and baserunning instructor. He played a key role in both Kyle Tuck- 
er’s first career Gold Glove Award in 2022 and Mauricio Dubon'ss first career Gold Glove Award in 2023. Additionally, As- 
tros outfielders have the highest combined fielding percentage (.991) in MLB over the past seven seasons (2017-23). 

During his Astros coaching tenure, Pettis courageously overcame multiple myloma, which sidelined him from 
the final month of the 2020 season until July of 2021. Upon returning, he resumed his duties as the club's outfield and 
baserunning instructor. He returned to coaching third base at the start of the 2022 season. 

Prior to joining the Astros, Pettis spent eight seasons (2007-14) on the Texas Rangers coaching staff, two as third 
base coach (2013-14) and six as first base coach (2007-12), also serving as their outfield/baserunning coach. Including 
his time with the Rangers, since 2010, Pettis has appeared in six World Series as a coach. 

Pettis also served on the Major League staffs of the New York Mets (2003-04) and Chicago White Sox (2001-02) as 
first base and outfield coach. He began his coaching career as a roving minor league instructor for the Angels (1995) 
and White Sox (1997-2000), and later had a two-year stint as Milwaukee's Triple A hitting instructor (2005-06). 

As a player, Pettis was a five-time Gold Glove winner during his 14-year Major League career with the Angels 
(1982-87), Tigers (1988-89, 1992), Rangers (1990-91) and Padres (1992). He amassed 354 career steals and reached 50 
steals in a season twice and 40 steals five times. His Gold Gloves came in 1985, 1986, 1988, 1989 and 1990, making him 
the fifth player in MLB history to win a Gold Glove with three different teams. In his one career postseason appearance, 
Pettis shined, hitting .346 (9x26) for the Angels in the 1986 ALCS vs. Boston. 

Pettis resides in San Clemente, Calif., with his wife Peggy. They have two daughters, Paige and Shaye, and two 
sons, Kyler and Dante. Dante, who is a receiver in the NFL for the Chicago Bears, was a second-round pick of the San 
Francisco 49ers in 2018 after starring as a consensus All-American at the University of Washington, where he set the 
NCAA record for career punt return touchdowns with nine. Kyler is a model/actor, who appeared on the television 
soap opera Days of Our Lives for four years (2015-18), appearing in over 120 episodes.

Michael Collins is in his seventh season with the Astros, and his fifth as a Major League coach. He spent his first 
two seasons as the Astros catching coach and bullpen catcher. 

As part of his current duties, Collins works closely with the Astros catchers. 

Collins joined the Astros in 2018 after a seven-year stint (2011-17) in the San Diego Padres organization, including 
a six-year run (2012-17) as a minor league manager. He last served as the manager in the Arizona Rookie League, hold- 
ing that post for three seasons overall (2013, 2016-17). He also managed in the Dominican Summer League (2012), at 
Class A Fort Wayne (2014) and at Class A Lake Elsinore (2015). While with Fort Wayne, Collins led his club to a division 
championship and earned the Padres 2014 Jack Krol Award for his contributions to player development. 

A native of Australia, Collins managed his hometown Canberra Cavalry team of the Australian Baseball League for 
six offseasons from 2012-18. In his six years on the job, he led Canberra to one Australian Baseball League Champion- 
ship (2012-13) and two second place finishes (2013-14, 2017-18). 

Collins is a former player, having played 10 years in minor league baseball with the Los Angeles-AL (2001-08) and 
San Diego (2009-10) organizations. He topped out at the Triple A level in 2009 and 2010, but had his best minor league 
season in 2005 at Class A Advanced Cedar Rapids. That season, Collins appeared in 100 games, hitting .320 (116x363) 
with 32 doubles, seven home runs and 64 RBI with an .894 OPS.

Jeremiah Randall was named the Astros Major League head athletic trainer on Nov. 9, 2015. The 2024 season will 
be his ninth atop the Astros athletic training staff. 

Randall and his staff are recognized as one of the best in baseball, as the group was named the Major League 
Baseball Athletic Training Staff of the Year in 2017, an award that's given out by PBATS (Professional Baseball Athletic 
Trainers Society) and voted on by training staffs from throughout the league. 

Randall and his staff proved to be invaluable in 2020 and 2021 as they oversaw much of the Astros COVID-19 
safety protocols as the club navigated through two challenging seasons. Randall oversaw the testing of players and 
staff, which became a daily occurrence in 2020 during the Astros extended playoff run. 

Prior to joining the Astros, Randall spent the previous three seasons with the Pittsburgh Pirates serving as the club's 
Major League rehab coordinator and physical therapist/assistant athletic trainer. Prior to joining the Pirates, Randall 
worked two seasons with the Los Angeles Dodgers, serving as their minor league rehab coordinator in 2010 and as 
their Major League physical therapist for the 2011 season. 

In addition to his time in Major League Baseball, Randall spent time as an intern in the NFL with the Seattle Seahawks 
and New England Patriots. He has also presented at several national sports medicine conferences and has contributed 
as an author to various sports medicine and rehabilitation textbooks. 

Currently, he is the principal investigator for the testing of several functional upper extremity assessment tools 
for use in the overhead throwing athlete. In addition to his clinical research, he has co-authored several case studies 
that are under peer review for publication in the American Journal of Sports Medicine. 

Randall received his Doctor of Physical Therapy Degree in 2009 from the University of Miami (FL). While there, he 
conducted research involving active military members and aided in the development of the Comprehensive High-level 
Activity Mobility Predictor (CHAMP).

During his time with Houston, Javier has taken part in seven MLB All-Star Games, including as the batting practice 
pitcher in the Home Run Derby for Alex Bregman in 2018-19. He also took part in the 2004 All-Star Game in Houston, 
catching bullpens and working pregame activities. He would also pitch batting practice in the next two All-Star Games, 
throwing to Andruw Jones and Jason Bay in 2005 in Detroit and to Miguel Cabrera in Pittsburgh in 2006. 

A former shortstop and second baseman, Bracamonte played at the New York Yankees Venezuelan Academy from 
1988-90, which made him just the third Venezuelan to sign a professional contract after serving as a bat boy in the Ven- 
ezuelan Winter League.

While with the Astros, Schneider has worked 17 Astros playoff runs, four All-Star Games (1998, 2003-04, 2018) 
and five World Series (2005, 2017, 2019, 2021-22).

Hard-throwing right-hander has pitched in parts 
of the last two seasons (2022-23) in Houston, going 
13-13 with a 4.60 ERA (90ER/176IP) in 38 games (31 
starts)...has posted 200 strikeouts in his first 176.0 
innings pitched to begin his MLB career. 

In his stellar minor league career, has gone 17-11 
with a 3.40 ERA (87ER/230IP) and 298 strikeouts in 
59 career minor league games, including 39 starts.

tossing 2.0 scoreless innings (12th-13th innings). 
Also had a stellar 2022 season at Triple A Sugar 
Land, earning the Astros Minor League Pitcher of 
the Year honors...pitched in 23 games (14 starts) with 
Triple A Sugar Land, posting a 2.55 ERA...at the time 
of his selection to the MLB roster in September, led 
the Pacific Coast League in ERA (2.55), strikeouts (134) 
and opponent average (.186), while ranking second in 
wins (9) and in WHIP (1.08).

Per Elias, Brown and the D-backs RHP Ryne Nelson 
both made their MLB debut on Sept. 6, with Brown 
tossing 6.0 scoreless and Nelson working 7.0 
scoreless. 


This marked the third time in MLB history that two 
players making their MLB debuts threw 6.0-plus 
innings without allowing a run on the same day 
(also, Eric Milton (MIN) and Masato Yoshii (NYM) on 
April 5, 1998 and Ricky Bones (SD) and Armando 
Reynoso (ATL) on Aug. 11, 1991.

Phelps (11.84)...was the fourth-highest single season 
strikeouts per 9.0 innings ratio by an Astros pitcher 
all-time (min. 80IP), behind RHP Brad Lidge in 2004 
(14.93), RHP Octavio Dotel in 2001 (12.43) and LHP 
Randy Johnson in 1998 (12.38). 

Became the third pitcher in MLB history with a 
K's per 9.0 innings ratio of 11.78 or higher prior to 
his age-23 season (min. 80IP)...also RHP Francisco 
Rodriguez (13.18) and RHP Kerry Wood (12.58). 
Joined RHP Roy Oswalt as the only pitchers in club 
history to post an ERA of 3.22 or lower in each of 
their first two seasons in the Majors. 

Led the AL with a 2.40 home ERA (min. 60 IP). 
Finished second in the Majors in curveball 
percentage (49.6%), trailing LHP Rich Hill (49.7%). 
Began the year on the 15-day IL with right shoulder 
soreness...was activated from the IL on May 13.

Made three starts in the POSTSEASON, going 
2-1 with a 4.15 ERA (8ER/17.1IP) and 17 strikeouts... 
became the club’s all-time leader in postseason 
wins (6) and strikeouts (55).

IN THE STANDINGS: At 90-72, the Astros finished the regular 
season as the AL West Division champions, edging out the Rang- 
ers, who also finished 90-72...by virtue of their division title, 
the Astros entered the postseason as the No. 2 seed in the AL.

IN THE POSTSEASON: The Astros made their 17th appearance in 
the postseason in club history in what was the 62nd year of the 
franchise that began in 1962...this season marked the Astros 
12th division title and their sixth AL West title...they’ve also won 


the NL West (1980, 1986) and NL Central (1997-99, 2001). 


SEVEN STRAIGHT: The Astros made the playoffs for the seventh 
straight year (2017-23), which extended their club record, and 
for the eighth time in the last nine years (since 2015)...only the 


Dodgers have also played in the last seven postseasons. 


POSTSEASON VETS: Since 2017, the Astros have played more 
postseason games (97) and have earned more postseason wins 
(59) than any other club...the Astros are 59-38 in that span for 


a .608 winning pct. in the postseason. 


HALL OF FAME MANAGER: Astros manager Dusty Baker 
announced his retirement from managing on Oct. 26, which 
put an end to an incredible 26-year managing career, including 
four wildly successful years with the Astros...Baker finished his 
career ranking seventh all-time in managerial wins with 2,183... 
he began the season ranking ninth on that all-time list, surpassing 
Joe McCarthy (8th, 2,125) and Bucky Harris (7th, 2,158) in 
2023...in four seasons (2020-23) under Baker, the Astros went 
320-226 (.586) in regular season play. 


AT THE HELM: Astros Manager Dusty Baker finished his career 
ranking fourth all-time in postseason managerial wins with 57, 
including a 34-19 record in the postseason with the Astros...this 
year marked Baker's sixth trip to the LCS as a manager, having 
taken the Giants and Cubs to the NLCS in 2002 and 2003 and 
the Astros to the ALCS from 2020-23.

ROAD WARRIORS: Including a 5-0 record this postseason, the 
Astros went 56-30 (.651) on the road this season, which ranked 
as the best road record in the Majors...additionally, the Astros 
finished the season 19-3 in their last 22 road games...among AL 
teams in road games in the regular season, the Astros led the 
AL in runs per game (5.70), HR (130), batting average (.268), 
OBP (.337), SLG (.460) and OPS (.798). 


ABOUT THE POSTSEASON ROSTER: The Astros rostered 27 
different players throughout the postseason...on the roster were 
veterans 2B Jose Altuve (103 games) and 3B Alex Bregman (97 
games), who have played the most postseason games among 
all active players...five players on the roster had no postseason 
playing experience prior to this season: RHP Ronel Blanco, C 
Yainer Diaz, RHP J.P. France, IF Grae Kessinger and 1B Jon 
Singleton...Blanco was the only to not appear in a postseason 
game this season...RHP Kendall Graveman, who finished the 
season on the active roster, was not on a postseason roster due 


to right shoulder discomfort.

AIR YORDAN: LF Yordan Alvarez hit .465 (20x43) with two 
doubles, one triple, six homers, 15 RBI, 12 runs and a 1.487 OPS 
in 11 games this postseason...a few notes on his postseason: 

+ Alvarez finished his postseason by recording multi-hit games 
in six straight contests...this marks the longest streak in a 
single postseason in MLB history. 

+ Alvarez now has 12 career postseason homers, the most by 
a Cuban-born player in Major League history. 

* he had two multi-homer games this postseason, becoming 
the first player in Astros history and sixth player in Major 
League history with two multi-homer games in a single 
postseason. 

+ his six homers tied as the third-highest total for a single 
postseason in club history, last reached by SS Carlos Correa 
in 2020...his 15 RBI also tied as the second-highest total 
for a single postseason in club history, last reached by RF 
Kyle Tucker in 2021. 

* the Astros are now 19-4 in postseason games when he 
records an RBI...he had an RBI in eight of his 11 games 
this postseason. 


THE HOT CORNER: 3B Alex Bregman has played seven full 
seasons in the Majors (2017-23) and has advanced to at least 
the ALCS in every full year, winning two championships...he now 
has 19 career postseason homers and 54 career postseason RBI, 


both MLB records for a third baseman.

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2023 CLUB NOTES 


RUN PRODUCER: 1B José Abreu hit .295 (13x44) with four 
homers and 13 RBI in 11 games this postseason...his 13 postseason 
RBI ranked second on the club, trailing only LF Yordan Alvarez 
(15)...Abreu finished his year on an RBI tear, collecting 41 RBI 
in his last 37 games since Sept. 1...he also finished his regular 
season leading the AL in RBI after Sept. 1. 


MOONSHOTS: 1B José Abreu hit three of his four longest home 
runs in 2023 this postseason, including a 442’ shot in Game 3 
of the ALDS at MIN...according to MLB’s Sarah Langs, Abreu is 
the first player with three 430+ ft homers in a single postseason 
in the Statcast era (since 2015). 


OCTOBER VETERAN: RHP Justin Verlander has gone 17-12 with 
a 3.58 ERA (90ER/226IP) in 38 career postseason games (37 
starts)...he is MLB's all-time leader in postseason strikeouts 
(244) and ranks second in wins (17) trailing only LHP Andy 
Pettitte (19)...Verlander is also the franchise record-holder in 
postseason wins (10), starts (21) and strikeouts (132). 


THE FRAMCHISE: LHP Framber Valdez has gone 7-5 with a 4.24 
ERA in 16 career postseason outings (15 starts)... Valdez's seven 
postseason wins rank second in club history, trailing RHP Justin 
Verlander (10)...his seven career postseason wins are also the 
most by a Dominican-born pitcher in postseason history, one more 
than the Hall of Famer RHP Pedro Martinez (6-4). 


THE UNTOUCHABLE: RHP Cristian Javier has been incredible 
in the postseason in his career, going 6-2 with a 2.68 ERA 
(13ER/43.21P) in 17 games, including five starts...he's allowed 
just a 146 (22x151) opponent batting average in the postseason, 
which is the lowest opponent batting average in MLB history 
(min. 150 AB). 


THE KING: RHP Ryan Pressly went 1-0 with three saves and 
tossed 6.0 scoreless innings across five appearances this 
postseason...he’s now 14-for-14 in career postseason save 
opportunities, giving him the most postseason saves in Astros club 
history, and giving him the fifth-most saves in MLB postseason 
history...Pressly also did not allow an earned run in 11.0 innings 
last postseason, and has not allowed an earned run in each of 
his last 20 postseason appearances (22.2IP)...he’s allowed just 
one unearned run in that span. 


TOSSING ZEROES IN THE POSTSEASON: RHP Bryan Abreu and 
RHP Cristian Javier entered this postseason with active lengthy 
scoreless innings streaks, which now rank as the longest and 
third-longest in Astros postseason history...additionally, RHP Phil 
Maton worked six scoreless appearances this postseason and now 
has an active 13.0-inning scoreless streak.

BACK IN THE ALCS: The Astros played in their unprecedented 
seventh straight American League Championship Series (2017- 
23) and their 11th in franchise history...they are just the second 
team in MLB history to advance to seven straight LCS (since 
1969), joining the 1991-99 Atlanta Braves (excluding 1994 
when the LCS was not played), who did so in eight straight 
completed seasons...2B Jose Altuve, 3B Alex Bregman, RHP 
Lance McCullers Jr., and RHP Justin Verlander are the only four 
players who have been with the Astros for all seven.

THE LONE STAR ALCS: This year’s ALCS represented the first 
postseason matchup between the two franchises from the great 
State of Texas...in fact, this season was just the fourth time in 
MLB history for these two teams to make the postseason in 
the same year (also, 1998-99, 2015)...an LCS between two 
intra-state rivals had never happened before, but it had happened 
in the World Series, last occurring in 2002, when Dusty Baker 
managed San Francisco against Anaheim in a seven-game series 
won by the Angels. 


THE ALCS SKIPPERS: Astros manager Dusty Baker and Rangers 
manager Bruce Bochy have a long history, with the two facing 
off against each other as managers in 204 total regular season 
games...per Elias, Baker owns the advantage, posting a 119-85 
record against Bochy’s squads...this series marked the second 
postseason meeting between these two legendary managers, 
which also occurred in the 2012 NLDS between the Reds (Baker) 


and Giants (Bochy), won by the Giants in five games. 


ROAD FIELD ADVANTAGE: The road team won all seven games of 
the 2023 American League Championship Series...this marked just 
the second best-of-seven series all-time to have the road team 
win all seven games...of course the only other time was in the 
2019 World Series between the Astros and Nationals, with the 
road team also winning all seven games that series. 


HOME AWAY FROM HOME: The Astros went 9-1 in their 10 
games at Globe Life Field this season and finished their season 
by winning eight straight at the venue...the offense was the story, 
with the club combining to hit .312 with 28 homers and a .986 
OPS, while averaging 8.6 runs per game (86 runs)...leading the 
charge was 2B Jose Altuve, who hit .348 with nine homers in 


his 10 games in Arlington in 2023. 


GAME 7 HISTORY: The Astros played in their sixth Game 7 in 
franchise history in the ALCS and are now 2-4 in those games... 
their wins both came in 2017, as they dispatched the Yankees 
in the ALCS and the Dodgers in the World Series...the losses 
are unfortunately just as memorable, in the 2004 NLCS to the 
Cardinals, the 2019 World Series to the Nationals, the 2020 ALCS 


to the Rays, and this series’ Game 7. 
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2023 CLUB NOTES 


ALCS RECAP: The Astros and Rangers played a historic, thrilling 
seven-game series that featured the road team winning all seven 
contests...the series was ultimately won by the Rangers in Games 
6 and 7, as they posted seven-run victories in both contests...the 
Astros had their moments, including three huge wins in Arlington, 
in Games 3-5...DH Yordan Alvarez (.481, 13x27, 2 HR, 9 RBI), 2B 
Jose Altuve (.313, 10x32, 3 HR) and 3B Alex Bregman (1.067 
OPS, 3 HR, 5 RBI) all had strong series for Houston...Altuve had 
the biggest hit of the series for the Astros, a go-ahead, three-run 
homer in the 9th inning of Game 5. 


ALTUVE’S HISTORIC BLAST: The go-ahead homer by 2B Jose 
Altuve in Game 5 of the ALCS marked his 10th career go-ahead 
homer in the postseason, passing 1B Albert Pujols for the most 
in MLB history (per ESPN)...including his Game 5 blast, three of 
Altuve’s postseason homers came in the 9th inning or later, the 
most in MLB history...that others came in Game 2 of the 2017 
World Series, and Game 6 of the 2019 ALCS. 


GO-AHEAD HOMERS: According to OptaSTATS, the Astros now 
have multiple go-ahead postseason homers in the 9th inning or 
later while trailing by multiple runs in their history...this includes 
the homer by 2B Jose Altuve in Game 5 and the unforgettable 
homer by LF Yordan Alvarez in Game 1 of the 2022 ALDS vs. 
SEA...all other franchises have combined for one such homer in 
the playoffs, coming from the Cardinals Albert Pujols, who hit 
his against the Astros in Game 5 of the 2005 NLCS in Houston. 


GAME 4!: The Astros evened up the ALCS with a 10-3 victory over 
the Rangers in Arlington in Game 4...it was a team effort on the 
offensive side, with the Astros setting a club record by collecting 
eight hits with RISP...2B Jose Altuve (3x4) had a huge night, as 
he doubled twice and scored three runs...he was backed by DH 
Yordan Alvarez (2x4, 3RBI) and 1B Jose Abreu (1x3, HR, 3RBI), 
who both drove in three. 


ABOUT THE ALDS: The Astros downed the Twins in the ALDS in 
four games, which included two road wins...it was team effort, 
with the pitching staff (3.25 ERA) and the offense (10 HR, .818 
OPS) both performing at high levels...if an ALDS MVP was awarded 
it would have gone to 1B José Abreu, who was the difference 
maker in Games 3 and 4 as he combined to hit three homers and 
record seven RBI in those two games alone. 


DIVISION SERIES HISTORY: This year marked the Astros 15th 
appearance in the Division Series, with the Astros now winning 
nine of their 15 appearances in the DS...dating back to 2004, the 
Astros have won nine of their last 10 Division Series and have won 
seven straight against seven different opponents: Boston (2017), 
Cleveland (2018), Tampa Bay (2019), Oakland (2020), Chicago 
(2021), Seattle (2022) and Minnesota (2023). 


SILVER SLUGGER FINALISTS: The Astros were named a finalist 
for the first Silver Slugger Team Award, an award that honors the 
season's best offensive teams in each league...the Silver Slugger 
Team Award winners will be revealed on MLB Network's Silver 
Slugger Award Show in November. 


YOR KIDDING ME!: DH Yordan Alvarez hit .438 (7x16) with two 
doubles, four homers and six RBI in four games in the ALDS... 
Alvarez has been a great in his career in the Division Series, in 
which he’s hitting .328 (20x61) with seven doubles, seven 
homers, 17 RBI and a 1.209 OPS in 16 games...his career OPS 
ranks second in ALDS history (min. 50 PA), trailing only Edgar 
Martinez (1.262) by mere percentage points. 


PARTY STARTER: 2B Jose Altuve got the Astros postseason 
started in Game 1 of the ALDS by becoming the first player in 
Major League history to homer on the first pitch their team faced 
in a postseason...it marked his 24th career postseason homer, 
but shockingly, his first career postseason leadoff homer...he is 
Now the third player in franchise history to hit a leadoff homer in 
the postseason, joining Craig Biggio (2004 NLCS, Game 7) and 
George Springer (2020 ALCS, Game 5). 


GOLD GLOVE FINALISTS: 3B Alex Bregman, UT/2B Mauricio 
Dubon and RF Kyle Tucker were each named finalists for the 
2023 Rawlings Gold Glove Awards at their respective positions... 
the winners will be announced at 5:30 p.m. CT. on Sunday, Nov. 
5 on ESPN. 


OFFENSIVE RANKINGS: The Astros ranked second in the AL in hits 
(1441), third in OBP (.331), third in runs (827), third in batting 
average (.259), third in SLG (.437) and fourth in extra-base hits 
(524)...the club also struck out the second-fewest times in the 
AL (1241), trailing only the Guardians (1142). 


TIDES TURNED: The Astros offense went on another level after 
July 26, which coincides with the return of 2B Jose Altuve and 
LF Yordan Alvarez off IL stints...after that date, the Astros offense 
led the AL in nearly all offensive categories, including runs per 
game (5.77), batting average (.276), OBP (.352), SLG (.479) 
and OPS (.830)...prior to their returns and through July 25, the 
Astros ranked sixth in the AL in runs per game (4.70) and seventh 
in OBP (.318), SLG (.411) and OPS (.729). 


SPREADING THE WEALTH: For just the third time in club history, 
the Astros had 11 players on their roster with 10-plus homers on 
the season (also, 2015, 2017)...they were one of three teams to 
do so in 2023, joining the Twins (12) and Reds (11). 


BACK-TO-BACK JACKS: The Astros led the Majors with 18 back- 
to-back home run instances, immediately ahead of Atlanta (17)... 
their 18 back-to-back home runs tied with the 1996 Seattle 
Mariners for the most in a single season in Major League history... 
the Astros previous franchise record for back-to-back home runs 
ina single season was 14, set in 2019. 


LEVELING LEFTIES: The Astros offense led the AL in hits (436), 
HR (68), SLG (.470) and OPS (.809) vs. LHP...the club finished 
29-21 in games vs. left-handed starters...individually, OF Chas 
McCormick (.325) and SS Jeremy Pefia (.325) ranked third and 
fourth in the AL in batting average vs. LHP. 


2023 SEASON IN REVIEW 


AWARD SEASON: The Astros had several players take home 
weekly and monthly awards this season...the AL Player of the 
Week Awards went to OF Chas McCormick (July 14-16), LHP 
Framber Valdez (July 31-Aug. 6), 2B Jose Altuve (Aug. 7-13 
and Sept. 4-10) and RHP Justin Verlander (Sept. 25-Oct. 1)... 
the Astros had one monthly winner, LF Yordan Alvarez, who was 
named the AL Player of the Month for September. 


ALL-STROS GAME: The Astros had three players selected to the 
All-Star Game in Seattle in OF Yordan Alvarez, LHP Framber 
Valdez and OF Kyle Tucker...as defending World Series champions, 
Dusty Baker managed the AL along with his entire coaching staff... 
Tucker was the only Astro to appear in the AL’s 3-2 loss to the 
NL, entering in RF in the 6th inning and going Ox1 with a walk... 
the Astros 30 All-Star selections since 2017 are the most of 
any AL club in that span...all three players selected this year are 
now two-time All-Stars and have made the Midsummer Classic 
in consecutive seasons. 


SILVER BOOT SECURED: Winning the Silver Boot (the season 
series with the Rangers) proved to be huge this season for the 
Astros, as it ended up as the tiebreaker to win the AL West...the 
Astros went 9-4 against the Rangers this year and have claimed 
the Silver Boot in each of the last seven years (2017-23), going 
79-339 vs. the Rangers in the regular season in that time frame... 
the Astros finished off the season series with a three-game sweep 
in Arlington from Sept. 4-6, in which the Astros outscored the 
Rangers 39-10, while hitting .397 (50x126) with 16 homers...a 
few notes on that series: 
+ the Astros became the first team in MLB history to record 50 
hits and hit 16 homers in a three-game series. 
+ the Astros became the first team in MLB history to score 12- 
plus runs and hit five-plus homers in three straight games. 
+ the Astros set three-game series franchise records in hom- 
ers, SLG (.833) and OPS (1.299)...they eclipsed their pre- 
vious three-game home run record of 12 by four home runs. 
+ their 16 homers in the series have only been topped once in 
baseball since the 2000 season, done by the Yankees, who 
hit 19 home runs against the Blue Jays in September of 2020. 


SEVEN ROUND TRIPPERS: On May 28 at OAK, the Astros tied a 
franchise record by hitting seven home runs, also accomplished on 
Sept. 9, 2000 at CHC and on Sept. 9, 2019 vs. OAK...incredibly, 
in the 55-year history of the Oakland Coliseum, this marked the 
first seven-homer game by a team in stadium history. 


A QUARTER CENTURY: The Astros tied a club record with 25 
hits en route to a 17-4 win over the Tigers on Aug. 27 at DET... 
this marked the fifth time an Astros team has tallied that many 
hits in a game...S$ Jeremy Peiia had a banner day, tallying a 
career-high five hits with three RBI...he was one of nine Astros 
with multiple hits in the game, which has only happened once in 
franchise history, on May 13, 2009 at COL. 


AIR YORDAN: LF Yordan Alvarez hit 31 homers, giving him 30- 
plus homer seasons in each of the last three years (2021-23)...he 
is one of four Astros to post at least three 30-homer seasons, also 


Jeff Bagwell (9x), Lance Berkman (5x) and Glenn Davis (3x). 
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2023 CLUB NOTES 


ALTUVE’S MILESTONE SEASON: 2B Jose Altuve had a milestone 
year, reaching all of the following numbers this season: 1,000 runs 
scored, 2,000 hits, 400 doubles, 200 homers and 700 RBI...he 
reached his 200th career homer (Aug. 5 at NYY) and his 2,000th 
career hit (Aug. 19 vs. BAL) within a two-week span in August... 
he recorded his 2,000th career hit in his 1,630th career game, 
and according to MLB Stats, Altuve became the fastest player in 
MLB history (in terms of games played) to reach at least 2,000 
hits, 200 homers and 200 stolen bases for their career...the 
previous record holder was Hall of Famer Willie Mays, who did 
so in 1,669 games. 


ALTUVE’S RETURN: 2B Jose Altuve was hampered by a pair 
of lengthy IL stints in 2023...he opened his season in the IL 
after sustaining a fractured right thumb and was on the IL from 
Opening Day thru May 19...he returned to the IL from July 6-26 
with left oblique discomfort...after his return in July, Altuve hit 
.335 (80x239) in 58 games with 51 runs, nine stolen bases, a 
-404 OBP and a .948 OPS. 


CYCLING: On Aug. 28 at BOS, 2B Jose Altuve became the first 
Astros player to hit for the cycle in 10 years...his hits were a 
double in the 3rd inning, a single in the 5th, a triple in the 6th and 
a homer in the 8th...prior to Altuve’s cycle, OF Brandon Barnes 
had been the last Astro to hit for the cycle, done on July 19, 2013 
vs. SEA....Altuve’s cycle was the ninth in Astros history...it also 
marked the sixth time for a visiting player to hit for the cycle at 
Fenway Park, which opened in 1912. 


JOSE! JOSE! JOSE! JOSE!: 2B Jose Altuve hit five homers over a 
two-game span from Sept. 4-5 at TEX, including his first career 
regular season three-homer game on Sept. 5...below are just a 
few of his highlights from those games: 

* Sept. 5 marked Altuve's second career three-homer game 
(also, Game 1 of the 2017 ALDS). 

+ Altuve homered in his final at-bat on Sept. 4, then homered 
in his first three at-bats on Sept. 5, making him the first 
player in franchise history to homer in four straight at-bats. 

* per STATS, Altuve became the fourth player in MLB history 
to hit three homers in the first 3.0 innings of a game, most 
recently done by Manny Machado in 2016...notably, Altuve 
had hit three home runs prior to the Rangers 7-8-9 hitters 
having their first at-bats of the game. 

* per Sarah Langs, Altuve became the first player in at least the 
expansion era (since 1961) to homer in four straight innings 


his team played (including across games). 


HEAVY TRAFFIC: LF Yordan Alvarez had two lengthy on-base 
streaks this season, a 36-game run from March 30-May 16 and 
a 31-game streak from Aug. 20-Sept. 25...he is the only MLB 
player in the last five seasons (2019-23) to post two 30-plus 
game streaks within the same season.

2023 CLUB NOTES 


BARTENDER, YAINER BOMBS!: Rookie C Yainer Diaz smacked 23 
homers on the season, including 14 of those homers hit while 
playing as a catcher...he matched the franchise record for homers 
by a rookie catcher, also reached by C Mitch Meluskey, who hit 
14 homers as the Astros backstop in 2000.

FOLLOW THE LEADER: RF Kyle Tucker led the AL with a ca- 
reer-high 112 RBI, which bested his previous career high of 107, 
reached in 2022...his 112 RBI are the most by an Astro since 3B 
Alex Bregman also had 112 in 2019...Tucker has joined OF Lance 
Berkman (128 RBI in ‘02) and 1B Jeff Bagwell (116 RBI in ‘94) 
as the only players in franchise history to lead their league in RBI. 


POWER + SPEED: RF Kyle Tucker finished his season with 
29 homers and 30 steals...he was one of five players in MLB 
to reach 29-plus in both categories, joining Ronald Acuiia Jr. 
(41HR/73SB), Francisco Lindor (31HR/31SB), Julio Rodriguez 
(32HR/37SB), Bobby Witt Jr. (30HR/49SB)...Tucker just missed 
becoming the second 30/30 player in club history, which would 
have joined him with Jeff Bagwell (1997, 1999). 


SPICY JALA-PENA: SS Jeremy Peiia recorded 22 multi-hit 
games in his last 59 contests (since July 26), posting a .313 
(70x224) average and a .379 OBP in that time frame...over his 
last 59 games, he’s raised his season average from .235 to .263. 


DUBON’S CAREER YEAR: In what was his fifth Major League 
season and his second with the Astros, 2B Mauricio Dubon had 
a career year, reaching career highs in every offensive category, 
while playing in a career-high 132 games...Dubon had big hits all 
season and filled in admirably for 2B Jose Altuve during his two IL 
stints...it all began in April, when Dubon posted a 20-game hitting 
streak from April 2-26...his hit streak tied as the second-longest 
in the Majors this season and ranked as the longest in franchise 
history before May 1...it was also the longest streak by 
an Astro since OF Hunter Pence posted a 23-game 
hitting streak in 2011... Dubon hit .341 (29x85) during 


the streak with just seven strikeouts. 


THE FRAMCHISE: LHP Framber Valdez finished his season ranking 
third in the AL in innings (198), fifth in opponent average (.228), 
seventh in ERA (3.45) and seventh in WHIP (1.13)...he had a 
strong start, finishing the first half sporting the best ERA in the 
Majors (2.51), which made him the first Astros pitcher to enter 
the All-Star Break with the lowest ERA in the Majors since RHP 
Roger Clemens in 2005 (1.48 ERA). 


THE 100 CLUB: Astros closer RHP Ryan Pressly posted 31 saves 
this season, which ranked tied for fourth in the AL...he picked up 
his 100th career save on July 21 at OAK, and his 100th as an Astro 
on July 25 vs. TEX...Pressly is now just the fourth player in club 
history to reach the 100-save plateau, joining him with LHP Billy 


Wagner (225), RHP Dave Smith (199) and RHP Brad Lidge (123). 


ABOUT THE NO-HITTER: LHP Framber Valdez tossed the 15th 
regular season no-hitter in club history on Aug. 1 in the Astros 
2-0 victory over the Guardians...Valdez was masterful, as he 
allowed just one base runner, a walk, which was erased on a 
double play, allowing him to face the minimum...the no-hitter 
was historical in many ways: 

+ the no-hitter was the Astros 15th regular season no-hitter 
and their 16th overall...shockingly, it was their first 
no-hitter ever tossed by a left-handed pitcher. 

+ Valdez needed only 93 pitches and per Sarah Langs, this 
ranks as the the third-lowest total in a no-hitter since pitch 
counts started being tracked in 1988...the others were 
tossed by the Astros RHP Daryl Kile (83) on Sept. 8, 1993, 
and the Yankees RHP David Cone (88) on July 18, 1999. 

* per STATS, the Astros have thrown five no-hitters in 
five years (2019-23), including the postseason...that’s 
the most no-hitters by any team over a five-year span 


in MLB history. 


JV’S RETURN: At the Aug. 1 trading deadline, the Astros reunited 
with RHP Justin Verlander, acquiring the three-time Cy Young 
winner and cash considerations from the Mets in exchange for 
minor league prospects OF Drew Gilbert and OF Ryan Clifford... 
Verlander returned to Houston for what was his seventh con- 
secutive season in an Astros uniform...a few notes on Verlander: 

+ Verlander, 40, has now pitched for the Astros over parts 
of seven seasons (2017-23)...during his time with the 
Astros, he’s gone 68-22 with a 2.36 ERA (189ER/720IP) 
with 888 strikeouts and a 0.86 WHIP in 113 starts. 

¢ Verlander has earned numerous accolades while a 
member of the Astros, including two American League 
Cy Young Awards (2019, 2022), three All-Star Game 
selections, the 2017 ALCS MVP Award and two World 
Series Championships. 

+ Verlander signed a two-year contract with the Mets this 
offseason and went 6-5 with a 3.15 ERA (33ER/94.1IP) 
in 16 starts in New York...over his final seven starts with 
the Mets, Verlander went 4-1 with a 1.49 ERA (7ER/42. 


IP) and a 178 opponent average. 


HALL OF FAME COMPANY: According to STATS, RHP Justin 
Verlander finished his 2023 regular season ranking tied for 12th 
all-time in Major League history in career strikeouts (3,342) 
along with RHP Phil Niekro...he also concluded his campaign 
ranking 4ist all-time in wins.

Astros career in franchise history, trailing only fellow southpaw 
LHP Tony Sipp, who retired his first 21 consecutive batters as an 
Astro from May 2-22, 2014. 


MINOR LEAGUE PLAYERS OF THE YEAR: The Astros named RHP 
Spencer Arrighetti and IF /OF Joey Loperfido as the 2023 Astros 
Minor League Pitcher and Player of the Year...the Astros also 
named RHP Sandy Mejia the Astros Complex Pitcher of the Year 
and IF Waner Luciano the Astros Complex Player of the Year... 
Arrighetti and Loperfido, who both finished their season at Triple 
A Sugar Land, check in ranking as the Astros No. 3 and No. 6 
prospects in the Astros system, per MLB.com. 


PROSPECT POWER: Astros prospect SS Shay Whitcomb finished 
his minor league season with 35 homers, which tied him with 
Twins prospect 3B Yunior Severino for the most in all of minor 
league baseball... Whitcomb, the Astros fifth-round pick in 2020, 
split his season between Double A Corpus Christi (12 HR) and 
Triple A Sugar Land, hitting 23 homers in 87 games at Triple A. 


DOUBLE A AWARDS: Minor League Baseball named Astros 
prospect RHP Rhett Kouba the Double A Texas League Pitcher of 
the Year and a Postseason All-Star...Kouba went 7-5 with a 3.27 
ERA (4OER/TIOIP) and 118 strikeouts in 21 games (23 starts) 
for the Hooks this season...in addition to Kouba, OF Joey Loperfido 


and RHP Ryan Gusto were also named All-Stars. 


3 MILLION REACHED!: The Astros completed their home schedule 
with a yearly attendance total of 3,052,347, marking just the 
fifth time in club history to surpass the 3-million fan mark (also, 
2000, 2004, 2006-07)...the Astros finished with 23 sellouts 
in 2023, and have now finished with 23-plus sellouts at Minute 
Maid Park in four different seasons, also in and 2000 (27), 2004 
(24) and 2006 (26). 


BOWLING FOR A CAUSE: Framber Valdez and Hector Neris held 
a fan appreciation bowling fundraiser on July 27 to benefit four 
non-profit organizations in Houston (The Tejano Center, Astros 
Youth Academy, Baker Ripley and Greater Houston Police 
Activities League) and other charities in their home country of 
the Dominican Republic. 


ANOTHER RING FOR THE STROS!: The Astros Nike RBI Softball 
Team won another championship this year with a 2-0 victory over 
DC Elite in the Championship game at the Nike RBI World Series... 
this continued a run of dominance by the Astros RBI Softball 
team, which has now won their fourth championship in the last 
five full seasons (2018-19, 2021, 2023)...they were the second 
Astros RBI team to win a championship in their division this year, 
with the Astros Nike RBI Senior Boys also taking home a title. 


PLAYER LED INITIATIVES: The Astros were busy in the community 
this season, including S$ Jeremy Peiia and RHP Phil Maton, who 
brought groups out to batting practice on a regular basis...Pefia’s 
Pals, who joined Jeremy for every Friday night home game, is a 
program developed by Peiia in partnership with the Astros Foun- 
dation, that celebrates kids and their development in academics, 
character building and making healthy choices...meanwhile, 
Phil and Katelynn Maton hosted Maton Mondays, which was a 
New community initiative in 2023 in which the Matons hosted 
children battling illness and treated them to a shopping spree at 
the Astros Team Store. 


CONGRATS PHIL!: Television statistician Phil Boudreaux, a staple 
of Astros baseball for over 40 years, has been voted in as the 
2023 inductee into the Houston Baseball Media Wall of Honor... 
the Astros will recognize Boudreaux at Minute Maid Park in a 
pregame ceremony during the 2024 season...each season, a 
Current or former Houston media member is inducted into the 
Houston Baseball Media Wall of Honor for significant and lasting 
contributions to the landscape of Houston baseball through their 
work in journalism or broadcasting.

ASTROS CONNECTIONS: The Astros selected IF Carlos Correa with the first overall pick 
of the 2012 MLB Draft and in parts of seven MLB seasons with the Astros (2015-21), he 
won the 2015 AL Rookie of the Year, was selected to two All-Star Games, won a Gold 
Glove, as well as a Platinum Glove, and helped guide the club to its first-ever World 
Series title in 2017...following the 2021 season, Correa signed a free-agent deal with 
Minnesota, where he’s spent his last two years...another Astros connection comes in 
RHP Ryan Pressly, who was acquired the Twins on July 27, 2018, in exchange for minor 
leaguers RHP Jorge Alcala and OF Gilberto Celestino...Pressly has been one of the most 
dominant closers in baseball since taking over full-time duties for the Astros in 2020 and 
has logged at least 26 saves in each of the last three seasons...his 102 saves since the 
beginning of the 2020 season are the 2nd-most among AL pitchers during that span.

on the back of a walk-off home run from IF Jose Altuve vs. LHP Aroldis Chapman...the 
Astros won their first-ever postseason matchup vs. the Yankees with a 3-0 victory in the 
2015 Wild Card Game at Yankee Stadium...Altuve has hit .294 (20x68) with four home 
runs and eight RBI in 18 career postseason games vs. the Yankees. 


LAST SIGNIFICANT TRADE: The Astros acquired veteran C Brian McCann on November 
17,2016, in exchange for RHP Albert Abreu and RHP Jorge Guzman...McCann served as 
the Astros’ starting catcher on their way to the 2017 World Series Championship, batting 
.241 (84x389) with 18 home runs and 62 RBI in 97 games...at the time, the 18 home runs 
were the second-most ina single season by an Astros catcher...McCann also started every 
game of the 2017 postseason...he appeared in 63 games with the Astros in 2018 before 
re-signing with the Atlanta Braves ahead of the 2019 season. 


ASTROS CONNECTION: RHP Gerrit Cole won his first career Cy Young Award this 
offseason following a dominant 2023 campaign in which he went 15-4 with a 2.63 ERA 
(61ER/209IP) in 33 starts...Cole shined for the Astros from 2018-19 following a trade with 
the Pittsburgh Pirates...he went 35-10 with a 2.68 ERA (123ER/412.2IP) in 65 starts with 
the Astros and was selected to two All-Star Games while finishing second in the 2018 
American League Cy Young Award voting...Cole was dominant in the postseason for 
the Astros as well, going 5-2 with a 2.17 ERA (12ER/49.2IP) in seven starts...Cole ranks 
fourth in Astros postseason history in wins (5) and strikeouts (64)...his 2.17 ERA ranks 
first in Astros postseason history (min. 45 IP).

POSTSEASON HISTORY: The Astros and Braves have an extensive postseason history, 
with the clubs most-recently meeting in the 2021 World Series...the Braves won that 
World Series in six games, giving them their first title since 1995...the teams have met 
in the NLDS on five occasions (1997, 1999, 2001, 2004-05)...the Braves went on to reach 
the World Series in 1999 after defeating the Astros in four games in that year’s NLDS... 
the Astros won the 2004 NLDS over Atlanta, which was their first postseason series 
victory in franchise history...the Astros defeated the Braves in four games of the 2005 
NLDS on their way to their first World Series appearance in franchise history...the Braves 
hold the playoff series record over the Astros at 16-9...the Astros’ 25 playoff matchups 
vs. the Braves are their most against any opponent, with the New York Yankees the 
next-closest (18 games). 


ASTROS CONNECTIONS: The Astros hired General Manager Dana Brown prior to the 
2023 season following a four-year stint as the vice president of scouting for the Atlanta 
Braves...in his time with Atlanta, Brown oversaw several successful drafts in which the 
Braves selected impact players such as OF Michael Harris, RHP Spencer Strider and 
IF Vaughn Grissom. In 2022, Harris earned National League Rookie of the Year honors 
while Strider finished second...the Astros also have a connection with the Braves in hitting 
coach, Troy Snitker, who is the son of Braves manager, Brian Snitker.

ALL-TIME OPPONENTS: The Astros and Reds have met on 848 occasions, the most 
games played by the Astros against any single opponent...their three-game series in 
June 2023 at Minute Maid Park was the first meeting between the clubs since 2019... 
the Astros and Reds will link up at Great American Ballpark from Sept. 2-5, 2024, which 
will mark the Astros’first trip to Cincinnati since June 17-19, 2019...the former NL Central 
rivals have met for just four series since the Astros moved to the American League in 
2013, with the Astros going 2-10 in those games. 


LAST SIGNIFICANT TRADE: The Astros acquired reliever LHP Brooks Raley from the 
Reds on August 10, 2020, in exchange for a player to be named later, who would go on 
to be RHP Fredy Medina...Raley made 75 appearances across parts of two seasons with 
the Astros (2020-21)...he made 58 appearances in 2021, which were the third-most on 
the Astros, and went 2-3 with a 4.78 ERA (26ER/49IP) and two saves. 


ASTROS CONNECTION: Before becoming a member of the vaunted Big Red Machine, 
Hall-of-Fame IF Joe Morgan spent the first 10 years of his Major League career (1963-71) 
with the Astros...Morgan was selected to two All-Star Games and finished second in the 
1966 National League Rookie of the Year voting while with the Astros...he appeared in 
891 games with Houston, batting .263 (860x3268) with 61 home runs, 278 RBI and 195 
stolen bases...Morgan was selected to the All-Star Game in each of his eight seasons 
with the Reds (1975-76) and returned to the Astros for the 1980 season before retiring 
following the 1984 campaign.

SERIES NOTES 


POSTSEASON HISTORY: The Astros and Dodgers have met twice in their postseason 
histories, but undoubtedly the most memorable of the occasions came in the 2017 
World Series...the Astros won the 2017 World Series in seven games, giving them their 
first World Series title...the 2017 World Series provided numerous iconic moments, 
including a go-ahead two-run homer from OF George Springer in the top of the 
11th in Game 2 at Dodger Stadium and a walk-off RBI single by IF Alex Bregman in 
the 10th inning of Game 5...Springer homered again in Game 7 at Dodger Stadium en 
route to being named World Series MVP...the other postseason meeting between the 
two clubs came in the 1981 National League Division Series, which the Dodgers won in 
five games...former Astros manager Dusty Baker started in all five games of the 1981 
NLDS at left field for the Dodgers. 


LAST SIGNIFICANT TRADE: What seemed on the surface as a minor deal at the 2016 
Trade Deadline turned out to be one of the most impactful in Astros history, when the 
club traded reliever RHP Josh Fields to the Dodgers in exchange for then-minor league 
OF Yordan Alvarez...the Cuban slugger has established himself as one of the top hitters 
in the Majors, winning the 2019 American League Rookie of the Year, the 2021 American 
League Championship Series MVP and a AL Silver Slugger Award in 2022, while also 
being selected to two All-Star Games (2022-23)...Alvarez had his fingerprints all over the 
Astros 2022 World Series Championship run, hitting 3 go-ahead home runs in the 6th 
inning-or-later, all three with the Astros trailing...those go-ahead home runs included 
a three-run walk-off home run in Game 1 of the ALDS vs. SEA and a game-winning go- 
ahead three-run homer over the center-field batter's eye at Minute Maid Park in Game 
6 of the World Series vs. Philadelphia.

LAST SIGNIFICANT TRADE: The Astros provided a boost to their bullpen at the 2021 
Trade Deadline, acquiring RHP Yimi Garcia from the Marlins for RHP Austin Pruitt and 
OF Bryan De La Cruz...Garcia spent just the back half of the 2021 season with the Astros, 
going 1-2 with a 5.48 ERA (13ER/21.1IP) in 23 appearances...Garcia, who signed with 
the Toronto Blue Jays prior to the 2022 season, also went on to appear in 10 games in 
the 2021 postseason, including four scoreless innings through four appearances in the 
World Series vs. ATL...De La Cruz appeared in a career-high 153 games in 2023 and has 
appeared in at least 115 games in each of his last two seasons in Miami...in 2023, he batted 
.257 (149x579) with 19 home runs and 78 RBI in 2023, making 132 starts at left field. 


ASTROS CONNECTION: Astros manager Joe Espada received his first Major League 
coaching job as the third base coach for the Marlins, holding the position from 2010- 
13...prior to working as the Marlins’ third-base coach, Espada worked as a hitting coach 
for the organization’s Single A and High A affiliates, as well as the Marlins’ minor league 
infield coordinator from 2008-09...Espada was named the Astros’ 20th full-time manager 
this offseason after serving as the team’s bench coach from 2018-23...Espada also spent 
part of his 10-year professional playing career in the Marlins organization, appearing in 
79 games with their Triple A affiliate in 2001.

Gomez was unable to replicate his power-speed combo from early on in his career that 
made him the headliner of this deal, batting .221 (98x444) with nine home runs and 42 
RBl in 126 games through parts of two seasons with Houston...the Astros released Gomez 
on August 18, 2016...Hader was the biggest coup for the Brewers, going on to become 
one of the game's most dominant relievers...in parts of six seasons with the Brewers, 
Hader went 17-17 with a 2.48 ERA (87ER/316.1IP) with 125 saves and was selected to 
four All-Star teams ...coincidentally, Hader returned to the Astros this past offseason on 
a free-agent deal that will keep him in Houston through the 2028 sesason...Houser has 
gone 31-34 with a 4.00 ERA (240ER/539.1IP) in 129 games (97 starts) in parts of seven 
big league season, all spent with Milwaukee.

LAST SIGNIFICANT TRADE: The Astros re-acquired future Hall-of-Famer RHP Justin 
Verlander from the Mets at the 2023 Trade Deadline, sending minor league outfielders 
Drew Gilbert and Ryan Clifford to New York to complete the deal...Verlander spent just 
half a season with the Mets after signing a free agent deal prior to the 2023 campaign... 
he returned to the Astros following an initial six-year stint that included two World Series 
Championships (2017, 2022), two American League Cy Young Awards (2019, 2022) and 
three All-Star selections...Verlander was crucial down the stretch in helping the Astros 
secure their third straight AL West Division title, going 7-3 with a 3.31 ERA (25ER/68IP) 
through 11 starts...he went on to go 1-1 with a 2.95 ERA (6ER/18.1IP) through three 
postseason starts in 2023...Gilbert was the Astros’ first-round selection of the 2022 MLB 
First-Year Player Draft while Clifford, who the Astros selected in the 11th round of the 2022 
MLB Draft, was ranked as the Astros’No. 5 prospect by FanGraphs at the time of the trade. 


POSTSEASON HISTORY: The Astros and Mets have linked up once in the postseason, 
coming in the 1986 National League Championship Series...it marked the first trip to 
an LCS for the Astros, who had a rotation headlined by RHP Nolan Ryan and RHP 
Mike Scott...the Mets, led by the likes of C Gary Carter, IF Keith Hernandez, OF Daryl 
Strawberry, OF Lenny Dykstra, RHP Dwight Gooden and RHP Ron Darling went 
on to win the 1986 NLCS in six games and then went on to win the 1986 World Series 
Championship over the Boston Red Sox.

LAST SIGNIFICANT TRADE: The Astros and Padres connected on a 12-player trade in 
December 1994, with the Astros acquiring OF Derek Bell, RHP Doug Brocail, IF Ricky 
Gutierrez, LHP Pedro Martinez, OF Phil Plantier and IF Craig Shipley in exchange 
‘or IF Ken Caminiti, IF Andujar Cedeno, OF Steve Finley, IF Roberto Petagine, 
RHP Brian Williams and LHP Sean Fesh...Bell had the biggest impact among players 
acquired by the Astros in this deal, batting .284 (770x2711) with 74 home runs and 444 
RBI through five seasons (1995-99)...the Astros appeared in the postseason in three of 
Bell's five seasons with the club...Brocail had two stints with the club (1995-96, 2008-09) 
and appeared in 72 games in 2008, going 7-5 with a 3.93 ERA (30ER/68.2IP)...Caminiti 
and Finley proved to be the biggest losses for the Astros...Caminiti was selected to two 
All-Star Games and won the 1996 National League MVP with San Diego...Finley spent 
‘our seasons with the Padres (1995-98) and won two Gold Gloves at center field while 
also garnering one All-Star selection. 


POSTSEASON HISTORY: While still National League counterparts, the Astros and Padres 
met once in the postseason, coming in the 1998 NLDS...the Padres went on to win the 
series in four games and advanced to the 1998 World Series vs. the New York Yankees...

LAST SIGNIFICANT TRADE: The Astros acquired utility man Mauricio Duboén from 
the Giants on May 14, 2022, in exchange for C Michael Papierski, who was with Triple 
A Sugar Land at the time of the deal... Dubdén had a breakout 2023 campaign, which 
culminated with his first career Gold Glove Award, coming at the utility spot...he also set 
career highs in nearly every offensive category in 2023, batting .278 (130x467) with 26 
doubles, 10 home runs, 46 RBI, seven stolen bases and a .720 OPS through 132 games... 
the Honduran native has appeared at every position outside of catcher and pitcher 
during his time with the Astros...he worked mainly at second base (79 games) and 
center field (29 games) in 2023... Dubon went on to hit .320 (8x25) with 2 RBI through 
eight games in the 2023 postseason. 


HISTORICAL SERIES: The Astros and Giants have a long history against each other, 
with the Astros having played the Giants 735 times in their history, their second-most 
against any individual opponent, trailing only the Cincinnati Reds (851g)...the Giants 
hold the all-time series lead (382-353) but the Astros lead the series at 10-7 since 2015... 
the Astros are set to take on the Giants for three games at Oracle Park from June 10-12 
in 2024, which will be the Astros’ first trip to San Francisco since a three-game set from 
July 30-August 1, 2021.

ASTROS HALL OF FAME PRESENTED BY HOUSTON METHODIST 


The Astros Hall of Fame presented by Houston Methodist was established in 2019, and resides in Hall of Fame Alley on the 
main concourse of Minute Maid Park in left-center field. The Astros Hall of Fame was created to give Astros fans an opportunity 
to celebrate and connect with the greatest individuals and moments in Astros franchise history. 


The inaugural Astros Hall of Fame class of 2019 featured 16 individuals: the nine Astros with retired numbers, as well as the 
members of the Astros Walk of Fame located on Texas Ave. outside Minute Maid Park. Each member of the Astros Hall of 
Fame has their own custom plaque on display inside Hall of Fame Alley. 


In 2023, the Astros will induct another two franchise icons into the Astros Hall of Fame as the Class of 2023: Bill Doran and 
Bill Brown.

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TROS HALL OF FAME INDUCTEES 


14: 3B BOB ASPROMONTE 11956, 1960-70 
CLASS OF 2019 


An original member of the Colt .45s franchise, Aspromonte took the first plate appearance 
in Houston franchise history, as he was the leadoff hitter in the club’s inaugural game on 
April 10, 1962. Aspromonte recorded the first hit, run and stolen base in Houston franchise 
history, and was an Opening Day starter in all seven of his seasons with Houston. He estab- 
lished a franchise record for grand slams (6), and in 1965 he tallied 14 game-winning hits 
and a team-high 11 game-winning RBI. Aspromonte also recorded the first regular season 
homer by an Astros player in the Astrodome on April 24, 1965. 


5+ 1B JEFF BAGWELL t19g1-2005) 
CLASS OF 2019 


One of two players inducted into the National Baseball Hall of Fame as a member of the 
Astros, Bagwell played his entire 15-year career with Houston, leading the club to six play- 
off appearances, four division titles and a National League Pennant (2005). He became the 
first player in Astros history to be named MVP of his league (1994), and was the first Astros 
player to win Rookie of the Year (1991). The franchise leader in homers (449), walks (1401) 
and RBI (1529), Bagwell was also an elite defensive player, winning a Gold Glove Award 
in 1994. He is the only first baseman in MLB history to record 200 steals and 400 homers. 


7+ 2B CRAIG BIGGIO «8s-2007) 
CLASS OF 2019 


The first player to be inducted into the National Baseball Hall of Fame as a member of the 
Astros, Craig Biggio played all 20 of his Major League seasons with the Astros. He is the 
only player in Astros history to reach 3,000 total hits, and is the MLB modern-day all-time 
leader in hit by pitches (285) and ranks third all-time in leadoff home runs (53). Biggio was 
named to seven All-Star teams, won five Silver Slugger Awards and four Gold Gloves. Biggio 
impacted the community off the field as well with his lifelong dedication to the Sunshine 
Kids organization, and in 2007 he won MLB’s Roberto Clemente Award for his efforts in the 
community. 


25° LF JOSE CRUZ (1975-87) 
CLASS OF 2019 


Jose“Cheo” Cruz played 19 total seasons in the Majors, including 13 seasons with the Astros 
where he was a fan favorite. Cruz played in 1,870 games with the Astros, batting .292 with 
335 doubles, a franchise-record 80 triples, 138 home runs, 942 RBI and 288 stolen bases. 
Cruz was a two-time All-Star and two-time Silver Slugger Award winner with Houston. In 
1980, he finished third in the NL MVP voting and led Houston to its first-ever division title 
and postseason berth. Cruz spent 13 seasons as the Astros Major League first base coach 
and over a decade in the front office. 


49 RHP LARRY DIERKER (1964-76) 
CLASS OF 2019 


In addition to pitching 13 seasons in the Majors with Houston, Larry Dierker impacted the 
Astros for over 40 years as a broadcaster, front office executive and as one of the greatest 
managers in franchise history. The franchise-leader in innings pitched, complete games, 
shutouts and starts, Dierker was a two-time All-Star, posting a 137-117 record and a 3.28 
ERA in 345 career games (320 starts) with the Astros. Dierker became the sixth manager in 
MLB history to lead his club to a division title in his first season, and led the Astros to four 
division titles in his five seasons. In 1998, Dierker was named the NL Manager of the Year. 


RY & RECOR 


BROADCASTER - GENE ELSTON t1962-86) 
CLASS OF 2019 


Gene Elston broadcast Major League games in Houston for 25 years as the Voice of the 
Astros from 1962-86. He was behind the mic for the first game in franchise history on April 
10, 1962, when the Colt .45s defeated the Chicago Cubs. Elston was the first play-by-play 
broadcaster fo the Houston franchise, and a generation of baseball fans received their in- 
troductions to both the Astros and MLB by his broadcasts. Elston broadcast baseball 47 
years, and in 2006 was honored with the Ford C. Frick Award from the National Baseball Hall 
of Fame and Museum for his significant and lasting contributions to the game of baseball. 


BROADCASTER « MILO HAMILTON «1985-20123 
CLASS OF 2019 


Milo Hamilton, the 1992 recipient of the Ford C. Frick Award, broadcast Major League base- 
ball for close to 60 years, including 28 seasons with the Astros. Hamilton was behind the 
mic for some of the greatest moments in Astros franchise history, including the club’s Na- 
tional League pennant run in 2005, Craig Biggio’s 3,000th hit, Nolan Ryan’s 4,000th strike- 
out and six postseason appearances. Hamilton was also a tremendous ambassador for the 
Astros away from the booth, dedicating his time to numerous charitable endeavors and 
fundraising activities. 


8+ 2B JOE MORGAN 1963-71, 1980) 
CLASS OF 2019 


Before going on to win two NL MVP Awards and two World Series Championships with 
the Big Red Machine in Cincinnati, Joe Morgan kickstarted a Hall of Fame career with the 
Houston Colt .45s and Astros from 1963-71. A two-time All-Star with Houston, Morgan fin- 
ished second in the NL Rookie of the Year Award voting in 1965, winning the Sporting News 
Rookie of the Year award. Morgan returned to the Astros in 1980 and helped the club reach 
its first playoff berth and division title in franchise history. Morgan still ranks among the top 
five Astros all-time in triples (2nd, 63), OBP (4th, .374) and stolen bases (5th, 219). 


36 - RHP JOE NIEKRO 1975-85) 
CLASS OF 2019 


The Astros all-time franchise leader in career wins with 144, Joe Niekro pitched in 11 sea- 
sons with the Astros as part of a 22-year career in the Majors. While the knuckleballer found 
moderate success prior to joining the Astros, he blossomed into a true ace with Hous- 
ton. Over a seven-year stretch from 1977-83, Niekro was one of the game's elite pitchers, 
leading the National League in innings pitched (1,857) while ranking second in strikeouts 
(1,228) in that span. Niekro set a new single-season franchise record for wins in 1979, going 
21-11 with a 3.00 ERA while being named to the NL All-Star team. 


37+ RHP SHANE REYNOLDS «1992-2000 
CLASS OF 2019 


Shane Reynolds led the Astros starting rotation during the final years of the Astrodome and 
the first years of Minute Maid Park, helping the Astros reach the playoffs four times in his 11 
seasons with the club. An All-Star in 2000, Reynolds went 103-86 with a 3.95 ERA and 1,309 
strikeouts in 274 career games (248 starts) in his Astros career. Reynolds led the NL in starts 
in back-to-back years from 1998- 99, and eclipsed 200.0 innings pitched in three out-of- 
four seasons from 1996-99. He won 19 games while posting a 3.51 ERA and 209 strikeouts 
in 1998, propelling the Astros to a second-straight division title. 
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50 - RHP J.R. RICHARD «g7i-80) 
CLASS OF 2019 


J.R. Richard was one of the most imposing pitchers of his era. In 10 seasons with Houston, 
he went 107-71 with a 3.15 ERA, 76 complete games, 19 shutouts and 1,493 strikeouts in 
238 games. Richard won the NL ERA title in 1979 with a 2.71 mark over 38 starts while also 
setting a new single-season club record for strikeouts with 313. In 1978, he became the 
first pitcher in franchise history to lead the Majors in strikeouts in a single season (303). 
Richard's 1,493 strikeouts are the third-most in club history. Richard was named to the NL 
All-Star team in 1980, but suffered a career-ending stroke on July 30, 1980. 


34 RHP NOLAN RYAN (1980-88) 
CLASS OF 2019 


Major League Baseball’s strikeout king spent nine seasons pitching at the top of Houston's 
rotation, his most among any of the four teams he played for in a 27-year career. In 282 
starts with the Astros, Ryan went 106-94 with a 3.13 ERA, 1,866 strikeouts, 38 complete 
games and 13 shutouts. The all-time franchise leader in career strikeouts, Ryan also owns 
the top career ERA in Astros history. A two-time All-Star with Houston, he led the NL in both 
ERA (2.76) and strikeouts (270) as a 40-year-old in 1987. In 1980, his first year with Houston, 
he helped pitch the club to their first National League West Division title. 


33° MIKE SCOTT tigg4-9n 
CLASS OF 2019 


Mike Scott pitched nine seasons with Houston, tallying a 110-81 record with a 3.30 ERA 
and 1,318 strikeouts in 263 games. He became the first pitcher in MLB history to throw a 
no-hitter in a clinching situation when he shut down San Francisco, 2-0, to help the Astros 
wrap up the NL West title on Sept. 25, 1986. Scott won the NL Cy Young Award that sea- 
son after leading the National League in ERA (2.22), innings pitched (275.1) and strikeouts 
(306). A three-time All-Star with Houston, Scott became the first player ever to win NLCS 
MVP honors while pitching for the losing team in 1986. 


32° RHP JIM UMBRICHT (1962-63) 
CLASS OF 2019 


Jim Umbricht was an original member of the Houston Colt .45s. He opened the 1962 sea- 
son with the Colts and was one of the top relief pitchers in the NL, posting a 4-0 record 
with a 2.01 ERA. Umbricht was diagnosed with cancer in 1963, and made a remarkable 
comeback. Following a cancer operation in mid-March of 1963, Umbricht came back to the 
Astros and pitched in 35 games, making three starts, posting a 4-3 record with a 2.61 ERA. 
Umbricht died on April 8, 1964 at the age of 33. His number, 32, was officially retired by the 
Astros on April 12, 1965. 


40 - RHP DON WILSON «966-74 
CLASS OF 2019 


Don Wilson compiled a 103-92 record in nine seasons with the Astros, posting a 3.15 ERA 
with 78 complete games and 20 shutouts. He was named to the NL All-Star team and 
named the Astros Team MVP in 1971 after going 16-10 with a 2.45 ERA in 268.0 innings 
pitched. Wilson is the only pitcher to throw two no-hitters in a Houston uniform. On July 
14, 1968, he established the franchise record for strikeouts in a single game with 18, eight 
of which were consecutive. He died on January 5, 1975, and his number, 40, was retired by 
the Astros on April 13, 1975. 
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24- OF JIMMY WYNN 1963-73) a5 
CLASS OF 2019 
Jimmy Wynn spent the first 11 years of his 15-year Major League career with Houston, the 
first two as a member of the Colt .45s. Despite his small frame (5'9”), Wynn boasted enor- . 
mous power and a strong throwing arm, earning him the nickname “The Toy Cannon”. In at 
11 years with Houston, he hit .255 with 228 doubles, 32 triples, 223 homers, 719 RBI and 86 
an .806 OPS in 1,426 games, the majority of which were played in the pitcher-friendly As- § 3 
trodome. Wynn was named to the 1967 All-Star Team after clubbing 37 home runs with <9

17+ 1B LANCE BERKMAN «1999-2010) 
CLASS OF 2020 


One of the greatest pure hitters in baseball over his 15-year Major League career, Lance 
Berkman was a five-time All-Star in 12 seasons with Houston, including four seasons in 
which he finished in the top-five of the National League MVP voting. A first-round pick by 
the Astros out of Rice University in 1997, Berkman went on to become the Astros all-time 
leader in career on-base percentage (.410) slugging percentage (.549) and OPS (.959). Berk- 
man, affably known as “Big Puma” during his time in Houston, helped lead the Astros to 
three playoff appearances, including the club’s first appearance in the World Series in 2005.

28 - CESAR CEDENO «1970-80 
CLASS OF 2020 


After bursting into the Major Leagues with a fourth-place finish in the 1970 NL Rookie of 
the Year voting as a 19-year-old, César Cedefio quickly became one of the top outfielders 
in baseball and one of the best young players in Major League history. The ultimate five- 
tool player, Cedefo hit .285 with 199 homers, 436 doubles, 60 triples and 550 stolen bases 
across his 17-year Major League career, with 12 of his years spent in Houston. In 1972 at age 
21, he began a stretch in which he received five consecutive Gold Glove awards (1972-76) 
while being named to four National League All-Star teams in that five-year stretch.

FOUNDER & OWNER - ROY HOFHEINZ t1962-76) 
CLASS OF 2020 


One of the founding fathers of the Astros, Judge Roy Hofheinz was the first owner of the 
Houston franchise. A state legislator at age 22, a Harris County judge at age 24 and the 
mayor of Houston at age 40, Hofheinz played an instrumental role in getting the Colt .45s

to Houston in 1962, and in 1965 renamed the club the Astros to coincide with the opening o§% 

of the first domed stadium in professional sports history, the iconic Astrodome. Hofheinz zz 

revolutionized baseball and the sports industry in many ways, including his decision to oe 
utilize an artificial playing surface in 1966 which he dubbed “AstroTurf”.

44+ RHP ROY OSWALT ceoot-101 Ep

Roy Oswalt ushered in a new era of Astros baseball as the club's first bona-fide ace to pitch 
inside their new ballpark in downtown Houston, Minute Maid Park. After debuting as a 
rookie in 2001 with a 14-3 record and a 2.73 ERA, good for a runner-up finish in the NL 
Rookie of the Year voting, Oswalt went on to win 143 games with a 3.24 ERA in 303 games 
(291 starts) in an Astros uniform. A 23rd-round pick in the 1996 draft out of Holmes Com- 
munity College in Ridgeland, Miss., Oswalt ranks second in franchise history in career wins, 
second in strikeouts (1593), third in innings pitched (1932.1) and fifth in ERA.

13 « LHP BILLY WAGNER t1995-2003) 
CLASS OF 2020 


A seven-time All-Star and one of the most dominating closers in Major League history, Billy 
Wagner spent the first nine years of his standout 16-year MLB career with Houston, posting 
225 saves and 694 strikeouts in 464 games with the Astros. Wagner was selected by Hous- 
ton in the first round of the 1993 draft, and within four years became Houston's shutdown 
closer at the Major League level. He set an Astros single-season franchise record for saves 
in 1999 (39 saves), before topping his own club-record mark in 2003 with 44 saves. In 1999, 
Wagner finished fourth in the NL CY Young Award race. 


27+ 1B BOB WATSON tig66-79) 

CLASS OF 2020 

Bob Watson spent 14 of his 19 MLB seasons with the Astros, making two All-Star teams 
while batting .297 with 241 doubles, 139 homers, 782 RBI and an .808 OPS in 1,381 games. 
He scored MLB's one millionth run on May 4, 1975, and became the first player in MLB his- 
tory to hit for the cycle in both leagues. Following his playing career, Watson became the 
second African-American General Manager in Major League history when he was named 
GM of the Astros in 1994. In 1996, Watson became the first African-American GM to win a 
World Series when he did so as GM of the New York Yankees. 


21- OF TERRY PUHL t1977-90) 
CLASS OF 2022 


Longtime Astros outfielder Terry Puhl, who spent the first 14 seasons of his 15-year Major 
League career in an Astros uniform, is in the top 10 all-time in franchise history in multiple 
categories, including games played, hits, doubles, triples and runs scored. His 14 seasons 
as an Astro are topped only by Craig Biggio (20 seasons) and Jeff Bagwell (15 seasons). In 
addition to his offensive production, Puhl was considered a talented, all-around player that 
provided strong defense and speed on the basepaths. 


FRONT OFFICE EXECUTIVE + TAL SMITH tr960-73, 1975-80, 1994-2010 
CLASS OF 2022 


Covering three different stints, Tal Smith spent 35 of his 54 years in Major League Baseball 
with the Houston Colt .45s/Astros franchise. In that span, Smith played a major role in many 
different aspects of the organization's growth, development and success, both on and off 
the field. Among other accomplishments, as a front office executive, he held leadership 
roles in the construction of both the Astrodome and Minute Maid Park and in the creation 
of Astroturf. On the field, he was an architect for both the first Astros team to advance to 
the postseason and for the first Astros team to play in the World Series. 


BROADCASTER - BILL BROWN 1987-2016) 
CLASS OF 2023 


For 30 seasons, Bill Brown served as the primary television voice of the Astros. His profes- 
sionalism and knowledge of the game, along with his powerful voice and relentless prepa- 
ration, made him one of the top play-by-play men of his generation. Over the years, Brown 
has received many well-deserved honors in his career, including an induction into the Tex- 
as Baseball Hall of Fame and an induction into the Astros Media Wall of Honor. He was also 
honored with the National Sportscasters Association Texas Sportscaster of the Year Award 
and the Fred Hartman Award for Long and Meritorious Service, which is given out annually 
by the Houston Chapter of the Baseball Writers Association of America.

Bill Doran was a fan favorite among Astros players in the 1980's. He was a tough, hard- 

nosed player that was admired for both his hustle and ferocity and for his production on L 

the field. As a player, he was one of the top, all-around second basemen in the National £ 

League and one of the best at that position in franchise history. During the 1980's, the 86 

switch-hitting Doran led all Astros players in runs scored, stolen bases and walks, was sec-_ z 

ond in hits and third in games played. Among all NL second basemen in the 1980's, he <9 

ranked first in walks, second in runs scored and fourth in stolen bases. On the Astros all- 8 


time franchise lists, Doran ranks in the top 10 in hits, runs, stolen bases, walks, at-bats and 
triples. Doran was voted as the Team MVP on two occasions (1985, 1987). Defensively, he 
ranks third in franchise history in assists and fourth in double plays turned.

Tl: 3B KEN CAMINITI 1987-94, 1999-2000) 
CLASS OF 2024 


During his 10 seasons in an Astros uniform, All-Star Ken Caminiti developed a reputation 
as one of the finest defensive third basemen of his era. While manning the hot corner, he 
combined range, soft hands and one of the most explosive throwing arms that the game 
has ever seen. In addition to his physical talent, to his peers, he was known as the “ultimate 
gamer” and as a great teammate. In franchise history, he ranks second all-time among third 
basemen in games (1,063), innings (9,043) and assists (1,906) and third in putouts (828). He 
ranks third among Astros third basemen in career RBI with 546, which ranks 11th all-time 
in franchise history. Among Astros switch-hitters, he ranks second all-time only to Lance 
Berkman in several categories, including home runs, RBI and doubles. Caminiti was also a 
clutch performer in the postseason for the Astros, hitting .471 (8x17) in the 1999 NLDS vs. 
Atlanta with three home runs and eight RBI while posting a 1.526 OPS.

BROADCASTER - RENE CARDENAS «1961-74, 2007-08) 
CLASS OF 2024 


René Cardenas truly was a broadcasting pioneer for both the Colt .45s/Astros organization 
and for Major League Baseball. In 1958, he became the first full-time Spanish-language 
broadcaster to call games for a Major League Baseball team, doing so with the Los Ange- 
les Dodgers. In 1961, he was hired by the expansion Houston Colt .45s (now the Houston 
Astros) to pioneer their Spanish radio broadcasts as both their first broadcaster and as di- 
rector of Spanish broadcasting. Cardenas would call Astros games for 14 seasons before 
returning to Nicaragua in 1975, where he called baseball games on both television and 
radio. In 2008, he also called several Astros games in Spanish on television for the first time. 
Additionally, Cardenas has been a finalist three times for the Cooperstown National Base- 
ball Hall of Fame’s Ford C. Frick Award for broadcasting excellence.

Don Wilson strikes out 18 Cincinnati Reds in a6-1 win on July 14...four Houston hurlers win 10-or-more games: 
Don Wilson (13), Larry Dierker (12), Dave Giusti (11) and Denny Lemaster (10)...the Astros down the Mets 1-0 
in 24 innings on April 15. 


Cincinnati's Jim Maloney no-hits the Astros on April 30 and the next night, May 1, Don Wilson returns the 
favor by no-hitting the Reds, 4-0...Larry Dierker becomes Houston's first 20-game winner...the club records 
its first .500 season (81-81). 


Fred Gladding appears in 63 games, setting a club mark...three Astros hit over .300 (Cesar Cedeno, .310; Jesus 
Alou, .306; Denis Menke, .304). 


Cesar Cedeno leads the league with 40 doubles and Roger Metzger and Joe Morgan share the league lead 
with 11 triples each...during the 1971 winter meetings, Houston acquires Lee May, Tommy Helms and Jimmy 
Stewart from the Reds for Joe Morgan, Jack Billingham, Denis Menke, Cesar Geronimo and Ed Armbrister. 


Astros finish in second place with their best record to date (84-69)... 
Jerry Reuss and Larry Dierker hurl back-to-back one hitters on June 
18 against Philadelphia and June 19 vs. New York, respectively...Cesar 
Cedeno hits for the cycle on Aug. 2 vs. the Reds. 


Cesar Cedenobecomes the first player in history to steal 50 bases and hit

J.R. Richard strikes out 303 to become the first National League righthander to strike out 300 batters in a 
season...Enos Cabell sets club marks for at-bats (660), games (162) and hits (195).

batting title and recording his fourth 200-hit season...Altuve posts a 1.021 OPS and seven home runs in the 
postseason, which ties him for the fourth-most homers ever hit in a single postseason in MLB history...Altuve 
hits three of those homers in Game 1 of the ALDS vs. Boston, becoming the ninth player in MLB history to 
hit three homers in a postseason game...George Springer is named World Series MVP after homering in 
four consecutive World Series games, becoming the first player to do so in a single World Series...on Aug. 
31, Astros GM Jeff Luhnow orchestrates one of the biggest trades in franchise history when he acquires RHP 
Justin Verlander from the Tigers...Verlander goes on to win ALCS MVP honors following two dominating 
performances over the Yankees (2-0, 0.56 ERA, 1ER/16IP, 21 strikeouts)...in 11 combined games between 
the postseason and regular season, Verlander goes 9-1 with a 1.66 ERA...the World Series victory gives an 
emotional boost to a hurricane-ravaged city of Houston...Hurricane Harvey makes landfall in Houston in 
late-August, prompting the Astros to play three home games against the Texas Rangers at Tropicana Field in 
St. Petersburg, Fla. from Aug. 29-31...it marks the second time in club history that the Astros are forced to play 
a home game outside of Houston...in the regular season, the Astros win the AL West Division by 21 games, 
marking the largest division win in club history...the club sets a franchise record for the best 34-game start to 
a season (23-11), continuing that run through game number 117 (72-45)...the Astros offense leads the Majors 
in runs (896), hits (1581), doubles (346), average (.282), OBP (.346), SLG (.478) and OPS (.823) while striking out 
fewer than any other club (1087)...the Astros set club records in doubles (346), average (.282) and slugging 
percentage (.478)...this marks the first time in franchise history for the Astros to lead the Majors in runs...the 
Astros become the seventh team in Major League history to post the league’s highest slugging percentage 
and fewest strikeouts in a single season...the Astros have six players at the All-Star Game, which leads all AL 
teams and marks the most in a single season in franchise history...they are represented by starters 2B Jose 
Altuve, SS Carlos Correa and OF George Springer, and pitchers RHP Chris Devenski, LHP Dallas Keuchel and 
RHP Lance McCullers Jr...George Springer and Jose Altuve win Silver Slugger Awards.

Series, as they lost to the eventual 
World Series Champion Boston Red 
Sox in five games...despite their exit 
in the ALCS, Houston followed up 
their championship season with a 
franchise record 103 regular season 
wins, making them the first club to 
post consecutive 100-win seasons 
since the 2002-04 Yankees, and the fifth defending World Series Champion to win over 100 games dating 
back to 1970...Houston finished with the best run differential in the Majors at +263, which ranked second in 
the expansion era (since 1961) of Major League Baseball, trailing only the 2001 Mariners...the club went 57-24 
in road games, also good for second all-time in the expansion era...en route to their 103, the Astros tied their 
franchise record win streak, ripping off 12 straight from June 6-18, which included a 10-0 road trip, marking 
just the seventh undefeated road trip of 10-or-more games in the Majors dating back to the 1953 season...the 
club’s pitching staff combined for 1,687 strikeouts, the most in Major League history, and also allowed only 
534 runs, the fewest allowed by an AL team in anon strike-shortened season since the DH started being used 
in 1973...the group also led the Majors in virtually every significant category, including ERA (3.11), opponent 
average (.217), WHIP (1.10), starter’s ERA (3.16) and bullpen ERA (3.03)...RHP Justin Verlander led the staff, as 
the second-year Astro finished second in the AL in Cy Young voting...Verlander (290K) and RHP Gerrit Cole 
(276K) finished first and second in the AL in strikeouts and became the first pair of right-handed pitchers 
in the modern era (since 1900) to each surpass 250 strikeouts in a season for the same club...vVerlander and 
Cole headlined a six-player group of Astros All-Stars, which also included 2B Jose Altuve, 3B Alex Bregman, 
RHP Charlie Morton and OF George Springer, who were managed and coached by the Astros Major League 
staff...Altuve was the Astros only starter, as he was elected to his sixth-career All-Star Game by leading all of 
Major League Baseball in fan votes with 4,849,630...the Astros shined in the Midsummer Classic, as Bregman 
and Springer hit back-to-back home runs in the 10th inning, to give the AL a victory and give Bregman the 
MVP honors...the Astros sold out Minute Maid Park 17 times in 2018, their most since 2007, which included 
six sellouts on dates in which the club distributed Replica World Champions Rings at Minute Maid Park...the 
Astros distributed over 250,000 replica rings this season, which is believed to be the biggest giveaway of a 
single item in Major League Baseball history. 


The Astros captured their third pennant in franchise history, 
and second in a three-year span, falling just short of their 
second World Series Championship in seven games to the 
Washington Nationals...in the postseason, Houston defeated 
the Rays ina five-game ALDS and the Yankees in a six-game 
ALCS...during the regular season, the Astros set a franchise 
record with 107 wins, making them the fifth organization 
in MLB history to win 100-plus games in three consecutive 
seasons...the Astros led the Majors in run differential for the 
second consecutive season with a club record mark of +280... 
the Astros led the Majors with a 60-21 home record...the offense set a MLB record for slugging (.495) while 
posting the fewest strikeouts in the league...their pitching staff posted 1,671 strikeouts, the most in the Majors, 
making Houston the first team in MLB history to finish a season with the fewest offensive strikeouts and the 
most strikeouts by their pitching staff...the Astros won their third-consecutive AL West Division title by 10.0 
games, going 56-20 against divisional opponents...at the trade deadline, the Astros executed a five-player 
deal that brought ace right-handed pitcher Zack Greinke to Houston...Houston tossed two no-hitters during 
the season: a six-pitcher combined no-hitter on Aug. 3 vs. SEA and Justin Verlander’s third-career no-hitter 
on Sept. 1 at TOR...\Verlander won his second-career AL Cy Young Award ina season in which he surpassed 
3,000 career strikeouts, while reaching the 300-strikeout plateau for the first time in his career...Gerrit Cole 
finished second in the Cy Young race, setting a franchise record with 326 strikeouts...Yordan Alvarez burst 
onto the MLB scene in June, setting a club rookie record for homers (27) and becoming the third Astro to 
win Rookie of the Year honors...Alex Bregman led the offense, finishing second in the AL MVP race after 
leading the AL in WAR (8.4)...six Astros players made the All-Star team for the third-straight year (Verlander, 
Cole, Bregman, Michael Brantley, Ryan Pressly, George Springer)...Ryan Pressly completed an MLB record 
40-game scoreless streak... Springer led MLB with 12 leadoff homers, one shy of the Major League record...

in World Series history and the first 
combined no-hitter in MLB post- j 
season history behind the arms of 
Cristian Javier (6.0IP), Bryan Abreu, 
Rafael Montero and Ryan Pressly 
(1.0IP each) and also saw Yordan 
Alvarez hit a 450-foot three-run home run to give the Astros a 3-1 lead in the clinching Game 6...Houston 
starting pitcher and 2022 Cy Young Award winner Justin Verlander capped his remarkable season at age 
39 with his first World Series win in Game 5 against the Phillies..the Astros began the postseason with a 
remarkable 7-0 record that was helped immensely by two clutch home runs from Alvarez and rookie Jeremy 
Pena in the ALDS against the Seattle Mariners...Alvarez hit a walk-off 3-run homer in Game 1 against Seattle 
while a Pena solo shot help end an 18-inning game, clinching Game 3 for the Astros, which ended up tying 
the record for the longest postseason game in MLB history...the Astros 7-0 start to the playoffs, which is tied

relievers Hector Neris and Ryan Pressly helped Javier in the effort, each throwing one frame...the regular 
season also saw the Astros throw two immaculate innings in a single game, one by starter Luis Garcia and 
another by reliever Phil Maton on June 15 against the Rangers in Arlington...both were caught by catcher 
Martin Maldonado, who was also on the receiving end of the combined no-hitter just 10 days later..2022 also 
saw Ryan Pressly's 33 save season for Houston’s pitching staff, which shot him up the leaderboard among 
the Astros’ all-time franchise leaders...he ranked T-4th with Fred Gladding in saves in Astros with 76 at the 
end of the regular season after being T-13th entering the year...Pressly also now is the Astros all-time leader 
in postseason saves after earning his 11th in Game 6 of the World Series...other notable moments included 
Lance McCullers Jr. returning from a forearm injury that kept him out until August, where he was incredible 
in his return, going 4-2 with a 2.27 ERA, and Ryne Stanek posting the 2nd-best ERA in MLB this year among 
qualified relievers with a 1.15 ERA, which also set a new Astros franchise record...at the plate, Houston hit the 
4th-most home runs in baseball, lead in part by Alvarez’s 37-homer year, which ranked 6th in MLB...Alavrez 
finished as an AL MVP finalist, hitting .306 with a .613 slugging percentage, which was the 2nd-best mark in 
baseball...the Astros also saw Jose Altuve hit .300 for the sixth time in his career, while the second baseman 
swatted 28 home runs and stole 18 bases...Kyle Tucker had a remarkable year as well, hitting 30 home runs, 
driving in 107 RBI and a career-high 25 stolen bases...he was the only player in baseball to hit 30 homers

Colt Stadium served as the home to Houston's first Major League 
Baseball franchise: the Colt .45s. The outdoor, single-deck facility was 
constructed as a temporary home until a domed stadium was com- 
pleted. It was in operation for three seasons, from 1962-1964, and was 
witness to two no-hitters, both by the Colts: Don Nottebart in 1962 and 
Ken Johnson in 1963. High heat and humidity moved many games to 
late afternoon starts and pushed the National League to lift its ban on 
Sunday night games. It was located in what is now the Astrodome's 
north parking lot.

By the time the Astrodome opened on April 9, 1965, for an exhibition 
game between the Houston Astros and New York Yankees, it was already 
heralded as the “Eighth Wonder of the World.’ The largest structure of its 
kind and the world’s first multi-purpose domed stadium, the Astrodome 
came to symbolize the futuristic home of professional sports in America. 
In honor of Houston's significance to the country's space program, it was 
appropriately named the Astrodome, and to maintain the theme, the 
Colt .45s were proudly renamed the Astros. AstroTurf was developed and 
installed to start the 1966 campaign after natural grass was unsuccessful. 
It served as the Astros home for 35 seasons.

Gene Elston’s baseball broadcasting career spanned 47 years, primarily as a radio announcer. 
The 2006 recipient of the Ford C. Frick Award, delivered baseball to a new legion of fans as the 
lead voice of the expansion Houston Astros for 25 years, from their beginnings as the 1962 Colt 
45s, through their 1986 National League West Division championship. While his voice became 
a beacon to fans in Texas and the Southwest, Elston’s broadcasting responsibilities also included 
numerous national assignments. Elston broke into radio as a high school basketball broadcaster in 
1941 in Fort Dodge, lowa. After serving in the Navy during World War Il, he returned to the small 
midwest stations he knew so well. His break came in 1945 when he handled color commentary 
for the National Football League’s Cleveland Rams. His entry into baseball came in 1946, when 
Elston was hired to call games for the Waterloo White Hawks of the Three | League. Three years 
later, he was named play-by-play for Des Moines of the Western League. In 1954 he made the 
major leagues as the number two man for the Chicago Cubs. In 1958, Elston was chosen to work 
with Bob Feller for Mutual's Game of the Day, which aired over 350 stations across the country, a 
position he held through 1960. In 1961, as baseball was expanding, he was the first announcer to 
handle play-by-play duties for the Houston franchise. He went on to work the CBS Radio Game 
of the Week from 1987-1995 and CBS postseason games from 1995-1997. A Texas Baseball Hall 
of Fame inductee, Elston also created a unique scorebook, Gene Elston’s Stati-Score Baseball 
Scorebook, and authored two books, including the 2001 release, A Stitch in Time: A Baseball 
Chronology, 1845-2000. 
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M | LO HAM | LTON (Astros broadcaster from 1985-2012) 


Milo Hamilton, the 1992 recipient of the Ford C. Frick Award, broadcast Major League baseball for 
more than 40 years. His big league on-air career included stops with the St. Louis Browns (1953), 
St. Louis Cardinals (1954), Chicago Cubs (1956-57 and 1980-84), Chicago White Sox (1962-65), 
Atlanta Braves (1966-75), Pittsburgh Pirates (1976-79), and Houston Astros (1985-2012). It was 
no coincidence that he was behind the microphone for more historic baseball events than any 
other announcer. His smooth style appealed to his listeners and his knowledge of the game has 
earned him the respect of his peers. Among the milestones he broadcast were Hank Aaron’s 
715th home run, Ernie Banks’ fifth grand-slam of the 1955 season, seven no-hitters and Roger 
Maris’ 61st homer (recreated on Western Union ticker). He was also on the Cardinals’ broadcast 
crew when Stan Musial hit his record-breaking fifth home run in a doubleheader and he was 
doing the play-by-play 18 years later when San Diego's Nate Colbert duplicated Musial's feat. 
Wherever he has been, Hamilton involved himself in fund-raising activities, and over the years 
he helped raise over $1.5 million for local charities. Born in Fairfield, lowa, on Sept. 2, 1927, 
Hamilton graduated from the University of lowa with a degree in radio speech. Milo shared the 
broadcast booth with numerous other Frick Award winners, including Jack Brickhouse, Bob 
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Elson, Harry Caray and Jack Buck. g g 
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AL HELFER (Astros broadcaster in 1965) oe 
Al Helfer, who was big in stature, big in personality and a big league mainstay in broadcast 
booths across the country for four decades, was named the 2018 recipient of the Ford C. Frick 

Award. The burly 6-foot-4 Helfer worked behind a microphone in the Majors for eight different 2z

A rewarding but exhausting assignment, it was due to this Game of 
the Day exposure - the broadcasts carried by approximately 400 stations in non-MLB markets 
and around the world by the Armed Forces Radio Network - which Helfer became one of the 
nation’s best-known baseball broadcasters. It was said that his audience reached 80 million at 
times. In 1962, Helfer was a member of the Colt .45s original broadcast crew, along with other 
Astros greats, Gene Elston, Loel Passe and Rene Cardenas. 
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HARRY KALAS (Astros broadcaster from 1965-1970) 


Harry Kalas, longtime announcer for the Philadelphia Phillies, was the 2002 recipient of the 
Ford C. Frick Award. A native of Naperville, Ill, Kalas graduated from the University of lowa in 
1959 with a Bachelor of Arts degree in Speech, Radio, and Television. The affable broadcaster 
was drafted into the military on graduation day and spent the following two years in Hawaii 
with the U.S. Army. In 1961, he served as sports director of radio station KGU and also began 
broadcasting for the Pacific Coast League's Hawaii Islanders as well as the University of Hawaii. 
An original member of the Astros broadcast team in 1965, he called games for Houston until 
1970. In 1971, he moved to the Phillies broadcast booth, where he shared the microphone 
with Hall of Fame outfielder Richie Ashburn for 26 seasons. Kalas was honored as Pennsylva- 
nia Sportscaster of the Year 18 times. He also broadcast Big Five basketball and Notre Dame 
football. Kalas, revered for his uncanny ability to connect with his listeners, whether on radio 
or television, called more than 5,000 Phillies games. His passion for the game was unsurpassed, 
and his powerful, soothing voice was a summertime tradition throughout Pennsylvania, 
Delaware and New Jersey. 


THE HOUSTON BASEBALL MEDIA WALL OF HONOR 


Each season, the Houston Baseball Media Wall of Honor, located on the club level at Minute Maid Park, inducts a current or 
former Houston media member who has made significant and lasting contributions to the landscape of Houston baseball 
through their work in journalism or broadcasting. 


ANITA MARTI Nl (inaugural, 2007 inductee) 


The inaugural inductee into the Houston Baseball Media Wall of Honor was the late Anita 
Martini, a pioneer in the sports media field. Martini, a native of Galveston, was a pioneer for 
women in sports journalism. Martini began her career with Houston radio station KTRH during 
the 1960s and became the nation’s first woman sports anchor in the early 1970s, at Houston 
television station KPRC. In 1974, she challenged Major League Baseball for the right to join her 
male colleagues in the clubhouse for post-game interviews with the players. Martini won her 
fight when she interviewed Jimmy Wynn in the Los Angeles Dodgers clubhouse after a game 
at the Houston Astrodome. By the 1980s, she was hosting one of the first call-in sports shows 
on Houston AM radio station KPRC. She died of cancer in 1993 at the age of 54. Martini also 
is an inductee of the Texas Baseball Hall of Fame. 


G ENE ELS TON (2008 inductee) 


Elston broadcast Major League Baseball games in Houston for 25 years as the Voice of the 
Astros from 1962-1986. He was behind the microphone for the first game in franchise history 
on April 10, 1962, when the Colt .45s defeated the Chicago Cubs. Elston was the first play- 
by-play broadcaster for the Houston franchise, and a generation of baseball fans received 
their introductions to both the Astros and Major League Baseball by his broadcasts. Elston 
broadcast baseball for 47 years, beginning with Waterloo of the Triple | League in 1947. After 
nine seasons broadcasting minor league baseball, Elston made his Major League debut with 
the Chicago Cubs in 1954. He also called the Mutual “Game of the Week” from 1958-60 and 
the CBS Radio“Game of the Week" from 1987-97. In 2006, Elston was honored with the Ford C. 
Frick Award from the National Baseball Hall of Fame and Museum for his significant and lasting 
contributions to the game of baseball through his work in broadcasting. Among the highlights 
of Elston’s career with the Astros included calling eight of the team’s no-hitters, two Astros 
NL Western Division Championships (1980, 1986), and Nolan Ryan breaking Walter Johnson's 
all-time strikeout record in 1983. He was inducted in the Texas Baseball Hall of Fame in 1993. 


NEIL HOHLFELD (2009 inductee) 


Hohlfeld covered the Houston Astros as the beat writer for the Houston Chronicle from 1979 
until 1995. He served as president of the Houston chapter of the Baseball Writers Association of 
America in 1993. 1n 1996, Hohlfeld went on to cover other sports, including Texas A&M athletics 
and NASCAR, through 2006 before assuming an editing assignment for the Chronicle. In 2007, 
he returned to his first love as a baseball analyst for FS Houston's pre- and post-game shows. 
Hohlfeld graduated from the University of Missouri with a Bachelor of Journalism in 1973 and 
began his career in Hannibal, Mo. He worked for the Chicago Tribune from 1974-79 before 
joining the Chronicle in 1979. Hohlfeld passed away on July 19, 2008 at the age of 56. He was 
honored by the Houston chapter of the BBWAA as the recipient of the 2008 Fred Hartman 
Long and Meritorious Service Award.

Herskowitz was one of Houston's original beat writers and columnists, having covered the & 
team since its inception in 1962. He wrote for both the Houston Post and Houston Chronicle. 

A graduate of the University of Houston, at age 26, Herskowitz became the nation’s young- 

est sports editor of a major newspaper and later received international recognition for his = & 

coverage of the terrorist tragedy at the 1972 Munich Olympics. He was the first writer to win» 

national first place awards in three Associated Press categories in one year, 1968.In addition Qg@ 

to his journalism career, Herskowitz has authored books on historical figures, such as Gene be 

Autry, Nolan Ryan, Paul “Bear” Bryant and Prescott Bush. He was also the ghostwriter of several < g 

autobiographies, including Dan Rather and Mickey Mantle. A former Marine, he has been 8 


inducted into the Houston Chamber of Commerce Hall of Fame, and received the national 
Headliners Award for excellence in sports writing. Herskowitz is also a former executive with 
the American Football League; a New York magazine editor; an original partner in the Houston 
Rockets; and a journalism professor at Sam Houston State University. He was inducted into 
the Texas Baseball Hall of Fame in 1997. 


BILL BROWN (2011 inductee) 


Bill Brown was the Houston Astros play-by-play announcer for 30 seasons. Brown, also known 
as “Brownie,’ was inducted into the Texas Baseball Hall of Fame on Nov. 12, 2004. He joined the 
Astros in 1987 after working as senior producer and anchor of the Financial News Network’s 
SCORE program. Prior to that assignment, he was the sports director of the Sports Time Cable 
Network, which televised select Reds, Royals and Cardinals games. He spent one year with 
HSE in Pittsburgh and was the television voice of the Cincinnati Reds from 1976-82. Brown, 
who began his broadcast career on radio at 18 years old, graduated from the University of 
Missouri in 1969 and became a U.S. Army broadcast specialist, working as a sportscaster for 
the Armed Forces Vietnam Network in Saigon from 1970-71. After leaving the service in 1971, 
Brown completed one semester of graduate school at Central Missouri State College in 1971 
and then earned a job at WLWT-TV in Cincinnati. Brown has broadcast for two teams in the 
World Series, the 1976 Reds and the 2005 Astros. He also called Craig Biggio’s historic 3,000th 
hit in 2007, as well as many other memorable moments during both his Astros broadcasting 
tenure and overall broadcasting career. 


MILO HAMILTON (2072 inductee) 


Hall of Fame broadcaster Milo Hamilton spent a total of 59 seasons broadcasting Major League 
Baseball, which ranked as the second-longest broadcasting career in the game's history. A 
member of the Texas Baseball Hall of Fame, Hamilton has also been recognized by the National 
Baseball Hall of Fame, having won the Ford C. Frick Award in 1992. As an Astros broadcaster, 
he called many of the greatest moments in franchise history, including Nolan Ryan’s 4,000th 
strikeout in 1985, the final out of Mike Scott’s dramatic, division-clinching no-hitter in 1986, 
the Astros historic, six-pitcher, combined no-hitter at Yankee Stadium in 2003, the Astros 2005 
Game 6 NLCS clincher, and Craig Biggio’s 3,000th hit in 2007. Prior to joining Houston, Hamilton 
had already established himself as a top broadcaster in the game, having called Hank Aaron's 
historic 715th home run on April 8, 1974. His career accomplishments also include calling games 
at 59 Major League ballparks, being behind the mic for 11 no-hitters and broadcasting for the 
Pirates during their 1979 World Series championship season. At the conclusion of the 2012 
campaign, he retired from his position as “The Voice of the Astros’, having established himself 
as one of the all-time great broadcasters in Major League Baseball history.

Cardenas, a native of Managua, Nicaragua, started his professional baseball broadcast career ® E 
with the Los Angeles Dodgers in 1958, becoming one of the first members of a Spanish radio 
broadcast team in the history of Major League Baseball. In the coming years, Cardenas further 
made history as a pioneer, as he and his team became the first Spanish radio broadcast team 
to call a World Series (1959) and an All-Star Game (1961). Cardenas was brought into the z 
Houston organization by Judge Roy Hofheinz in 1962 as the Director of the Spanish Division ae 
for the Colt .45's, and stayed with the Astros through 1975. He also spent time with the Texas 9 
Rangers organization, where he started their very first Spanish radio broadcast. Following his ¥ & 
time in Arlington, Cardenas returned to LA where he did Spanish radio and TV broadcasts for i 


the Dodgers in the 1980s. Cardenas returned to Houston in 2000 where he began writing for 
the club. He returned to Spanish radio broadcast in 2007 and in 2008, became a television 
broadcaster for the team. He now writes for La Prensa, as well as the Astros Gameday Magazine 
and LaVoz. Among his many honors are a place in both the Texas Rangers and former LA Dodg- 
ers Walks of Fame, and three nominations for the Ford C. Frick award in 1993, 2010 and 2011.

ALEX TREVINO (2014 inductee) 


Alex Trevifio became a distinguished member of the Houston Baseball Media Wall of Honor 
on Thursday, Sept. 18, 2014, in what was his 19th year in the Astros Spanish radio booth He 
joined the broadcast team in 1996 and has called over 3,000 Astros games and six postseason 
appearances, including the 2005 World Series run. As of 2014, his 19 seasons in the broadcast 
booth were the second-most in franchise history by a Spanish broadcaster, trailing only Orlando 
Sanchez Diago’s 21 years. Prior to joining the broadcast staff, Trevifio spent 13 seasons in the 
Majors, primarily as a catcher, including the 1988-90 seasons with the Astros. He also spent time 
with the Mets, Reds, Braves, Giants and Dodgers in his Major League career. Trevino finished 
his playing career in the Mexican League, playing three seasons (1993-95) in his hometown of 
Monterrey, Mexico. Trevifio was a member of the 1972 Pony League World Series champion- 
ship team, which hailed from Monterrey. He later would become one of seven Mexican-born 
players to play for the Astros, and was inducted into the Hispanic Heritage Baseball Museum 
Hall of Fame in 2003. 


HARRY SHATTUCK (2015 inductee) 


Long-time sportswriter for the Houston Chronicle, Harry Shattuck, was inducted into the 
Houston Baseball Media Wall of Honor on Sept. 23, 2015. Shattuck covered the Astros beat 
for the Houston Chronicle for several seasons. Shattuck worked in the newspaper business 
for the Houston Chronicle for parts of four decades from 1970-2009. He began covering the 
Astros in 1970 and served as the Chronicle's beat writer from 1972-1985. He moved on to serve 
as the Chronicle's national baseball writer (1985-88), the assistant sports editor (1989-93) and 
the travel editor (1993-09) before his retirement. In his distinguished career, Shattuck covered 
14 World Series, was the former chairman of the Houston Chapter of the BBWAA and voted 
for the Baseball Hall of Fame for over 30 years. While on the Astros beat, Shattuck covered the 
team during the tumultuous change in team ownership in 1976 and during the Astros 1980's 
playoff appearances. 


MARK BERMAN (2016 inductee)

On Monday, Sept. 26, 2016, long-time sports director at KRIV-TV Mark Berman was inducted 
into the Houston Baseball Media Wall of Honor. Berman has spent over 30 years at KRIV-TV 
in Houston, having joined the Houston FOX affiliate in 1986 and being named the station’s 
sports director in 1988. In his role, Berman covers all sports in the Houston area, including 
professional, collegiate and high school athletics. A leader in his industry, Berman is best known 
for his relentless work ethic, his professionalism and his accuracy in breaking stories. Since 
joining the Houston media, Berman has covered every Astros playoff team in franchise history 
(1980-81, 1986, 1997-99, 2001, 2004-05, 2015), including the club’s World Series appearance 
in 2005. Berman grew up in Hempstead, Texas, and graduated from the University of Houston 
with a degree in communications. 


BOB ALLEN (2017 inductee) 


Houston sports anchor and director Bob Allen was inducted into the Houston Baseball Media 
Wall of Honor on Sept. 17, 2017. One of the most iconic members of the Houston media market, 
Allen sadly passed away in October of 2016 after a lengthy battle with cancer. Allen spent 38 
years as sports director at ABC13 News (KTRK) after getting named to the post in 1975, making 
him the longest tenured major market sports anchor in the country. He also spent two years as 
sports director at KHOU 11 News following his run with KTRK. During his career, Allen covered 
virtually all of the Astros postseason runs, all five ownership groups in the history of the Houston 
franchise, the construction and opening of Minute Maid Park, the Astros first appearance in 
a World Series and Craig Biggio’s 3,000th hit and Hall of Fame selection. A native of Houston, 
Allen was committed to giving back to his community, as he was an enthusiastic supporter and 
board member of both the Sunshine Kids organization and the Special Olympics. 


KAREN WARREN (2018 inductee) 


Longtime Houston Chronicle photojournalist Karen Warren was inducted into the Houston 
Baseball Media Wall of Honor on Sept. 14, 2018, becoming the first photojournalist to receive 
this honor since the award’s inception in 2007. With over 20 years as a staff photographer at 
the Houston Chronicle, Warren has covered some of the best years in the history of the Astros 
franchise and has become a fixture in the Houston media market. Since joining the Houston 
Chronicle in 1997, she has shot a multitude of Astros regular season and postseason games, 
and has traveled to Spring Training in Florida to cover the team for close to 20 seasons. In 
addition to her coverage of the Astros, Warren has also covered the Houston Texans and 
Houston Rockets during her time at the Chronicle. Warren began her career in photojournalism 
at the Austin American-Statesman in 1987, where she spent nine years before joining the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch in 1996. She joined the Houston Chronicle staff in 1997. A graduate of 
the University of Texas at Austin, Warren has shot or edited 14 Super Bowls, two World Series 
runs, the 2004 NLCS, the 2003 College World Series and the 2010 Little League World Series.

Franchise icon Larry Dierker was inducted into the Houston Baseball Media Wall of Honor on 
Sept. 22, 2019, his 73rd birthday and the 55th anniversary of his Major League debut, which 
came asa 17-year old for the Houston Colt .45s. Dierker debuted with Houstonin 1964andhad = & 
a remarkable 14-year playing career, including 13 seasons with the Astros (1964-77). After his 5 
playing days, Dierker was hired to the club's radio and television broadcast teams in 1979.He Qe 
worked on both platforms for a total of 20 seasons (1979-96, 2004-05) over two stints inthe § ES 
booth. Dierker has the distinction of moving directly from the broadcast booth to the mana- £6 
gerial position, which he did in 1997. He went on to lead the Astros to four playoff appearances 3 


(1997-99, 2001) in his five seasons as manager. Since 2005, Dierker has filled a variety of roles 
with the Astros, including appearances on club broadcasts, writing for team publications and 
serving as an Astros Community Outreach Executive and as a Special Advisor to the club. Earlier 
this year, he was inducted into the Astros Hall of Fame, as a member of the inaugural class. 


KEVIN ESCHENFELDER (2020 inductee) 


Longtime Houston broadcaster and native Houstonian Kevin Eschenfelder was inducted into 
the Houston Baseball Media Wall of Honor on July 24, 2021. He was celebrating his 25th season 
in 2021 as the Astros pre and postgame host for their television rightsholder, AT&T SportsNet 
Southwest. Eschenfelder has over 30 years experience working in the Houston media market, 
originally getting his start in 1991 at Fox Sports Net, covering all three of Houston's major pro- 
fessional sports teams. He began hosting the Astros and Rockets pre and postgame shows in 
1997 for Fox Sports Southwest, before continuing in that role for FS Houston, Comcast Sports- 
Net Houston and AT&T SportsNet SW. In addition to his pre and postgame duties for Astros 
games, Eschenfelder fills in on the Astros television broadcasts as a play-by-play announcer. A 
graduate of the University of Houston, Eschenfelder has been the radio voice of the University 
of Houston Football team since 2013. 


JAMIE HILDRETH (2022 inductee) 


Longtime Astros executive Jamie Hildreth was inducted into the the Houston Baseball Media 
Wall of Honors on October 3rd, 2022. Hildreth last served as the Astros Senior Vice President 
of Broadcasting and Alumni Relations before sadly passing away in Spring Training of 2017. 
Hildreth originally joined the Astros in 1987 as the club's Director of Broadcasting and would 
remain with the Astros for 30 seasons serving in various roles within the organization. Working 
behind the scenes, rather than in front of the microphone, Hildreth worked alongside longtime 
Astros broadcasters Alan Ashby, Bill Brown, Jim Deshaies, Larry Dierker, Milo Hamilton, Alex 
Trevino, Bill Worrell and others. Hildreth also had a hand in the hiring of the current Astros 
broadcast teams in the television and radio booths. Prior to joining the Astros, Hildreth was 
already a fixture in the Houston media market after having a successful career in radio, which 
included stops at KRBE and KTRH in Houston and KTRM/KALO in Beaumont, TX. Hildreth had a 
highly decorated career, which included winning the 2014 Fred Hartman Award, given annually 
by the Houston Chapter of the Baseball Writers Association of America. Additionally, in 2021, 
he was inducted into the Texas Radio Hall of Fame. A native Texan, Hildreth was a graduate of 
the University of Houston, majoring in radio and television. 
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PHIL BOUDREAUX (2023 inductee) 


Phil Boudreaux, a staple of Astros baseball for over 40 years, was voted in as the 2023 inductee of 
into the Houston Baseball Media Wall of Honor. The Astros will recognize Boudreaux at Minute 2 
Maid Park in a pregame ceremony during the 2024 season. Boudreaux works behind thescenes &@ 
as the statistician for Astros telecasts. For nearly every Astros home game in his 40 seasons, °F 
Boudreaux has assisted Astros broadcasters, a group that includes the current team of Todd 

Kalas and Geoff Blum and former broadcasters Bill Brown, Jim Deshaies, Larry Dierker, Milo 

Hamilton and Gene Elston, to name a few. Boudreaux has worked over 3,000 Astros games for 

the various television broadcasters over the years and also collaborated with Bill Brown and =z

The two 
leagues combined for only eight 
hits and just one run, marking 
the first 1-0 contest in the history 
of the Midsummer Classic. The 
lone run - by the National 
League - was scored in the 1st 
inning onasingle, an error, a wild 
pitch, and a double play. 


Playing for the injured Pete Rose, 
Willie Mays led off in the bottom 
of the 1st and singled to left field. 
In a failed pick-off at first, Luis 
Tiant’s (CLE) throw went wild, 
advancing Mays to second. Curt 
Flood (STL) was then walked, and 
a fourth-ball wild pitch moved 
Mays to third. First baseman 
Willie McCovey (SF) grounded 
into a double play, but Mays took 
advantage to score the only run 
of the game. 


With the victory, the NL stretched 
its winning streak to six. The six- 
man NL pitching staff held the AL 
to just three hits, as Tom Seaver 
(NYM) tossed five strikeouts late 
in the game and Juan Marichal 
pitched 2.0 perfect innings. Nine 
pitchers in the game did not 
allow a single walk. 


The game was the first played 
indoors and on an artificial 
surface, as many players got 
their first look at the Astrodome.

In the 7th inning, Frank White 
(KC) came in to pinch-hit for Whita- 
ker, knocking an 0-2 pitch from Mike 
Scott (HOU) over the left-center field 
wall to seal the AL's second All-Star 
win in the 1980s.

RBI. Soriano was the first leading 
vote-getter to also earn MVP honors 
in the same season. 


The National League cut the lead to 
7-4 with a three-run 4th, including 
an RBI double by Edgar Renteria 
(STL) and a two-run double by Albert 
Pujols (STL). David Ortiz’ (BOS) homer 
against Carl Pavano (FLA) in the 6th 
ended the game's scoring. 


The AL pitching staff held the NL 
scoreless through the final 5.0 
innings, thanks to scoreless efforts 
from Javier Vazquez (NYY), Ted Lilly 
(TOR), Joe Nathan (MIN), Tom Gordon 
(NYY), Francisco Rodriguez (ATL), and 
Mariano Rivera (NYY). 


The American League won its seventh 
consecutive victory, not counting the 
2002 tie at Miller Park in Milwaukee.

CREDENTIALS 


The Houston Astros utilize MLB's online credentialing system. All media credential requests and applications for coverage of the Hous- 
ton Astros must go through MLB‘s online credentialing system at http://credentials.mlb.com. Additionally, all credentials - whether 
issued by Major League Baseball, the BBWAA, or the Astros — will bear photographs. Scout identification cards will also require photos. 
+ Houston Astros season credentials will be issued only to those legitimate news-gathering agencies that cover the Astros ona daily 
basis. Daily passes will be issued to approved media members who do not qualify for season credentials and who meet Major 
League Baseball's policies for media access. Requests for daily credentials must come directly from the affiliation editor, producer 
or director, via the online credential system at least 24 hours in advance of the game being requested. CREDENTIALS MUST BE 
DISPLAYED IN A VISIBLE MANNER AT ALL TIMES. 
+ ALL credential requests, whether season or daily, must go through MLB's online credential system. This will also be the process for 
Astros Spring Training, regular season, Wild Card and American League Division Series credential applications. 
+ Daily credentials will be available at Window 26, located next to the right field gate, four hours prior to first pitch. 
+ No spouses, guests or children of media members will be issued passes. 
+ Credentials are not transferable. 
+ Credentialed media are also prohibited from requesting autographs. Any violations will result in the immediate revocation of the 
credential. 
+ Credentials may be revoked at any time without cause. 
SECURITY: To comply with security measures implemented by Major League Baseball and the Houston Astros, all media will be required 
to follow the following procedures upon entering Minute Maid Park and while covering the game. 
When entering Minute Maid Park, please be prepared to: 
+ Enter the ballpark at the First Base Entrance, located in the Diamond Lot near the intersection of Preston and Hamilton Streets. 
+ Provide photo identification. 
+ Sign in at the media entrance. 
+ Allow bags to be searched upon entering the ballpark. 
While covering the game, please be prepared to: 
+ Clearly display working credentials at all times. 
+ Allow bags and equipment cases to be randomly searched if requested by ballpark security officials. 
+ Observe credential regulations as set forth by Major League Baseball and the Houston Astros. Only those individuals with the 
proper credentials will be admitted in the clubhouses, on the field and in the press box. 


MEDIA SERVICES 


PARKING: Working media may park in the B and C lots at Minute Maid 
Park with a season credential, BBWAA credential or media identifica- 
tion badge. Entrances to these lots are located on St. Emanuel St., 
Preston St. and Texas Ave. 
MAIN PRESS BOX: The press box and broadcast booths are located 
on the Club Level behind home plate and are accessible from the 
press box elevator and the elevator at the First Base Entrance (level 
C) prior to the opening of gates and after the game. The escalators 
on the main concourse are available at all times. 
MEDIA DINING ROOM: Media dining is located in the press box on 
the Club Level just behind the broadcast booths. There is a monetary 
charge per meal. Media dining is open to accredited members of the 
media only. Spouses/children are not allowed in the media dining room. Cash and credit card accepted. 
CLUBHOUSES: Both clubhouses are located on the Service Level and are accessible via the press box elevator. The Astros clubhouse is 
located on the first base side of the ballpark, while the visiting teams and umpires are on the third base side. Pre- and postgame access 
rules are determined by Major League Baseball. The Astros clubhouse opens approximately four hours before game time and closes once 
the team takes the field for batting practice. When the team does not hit outside or under unusual circumstances, the Astros will use their 
discretion on when to open and close the clubhouse. All times are approximate and subject to change. 
General clubhouse rules include: 

+ Absolutely no autographs or gifts of any kind. + Do not sit in the player’s chairs. 

+ No still photography in the clubhouse. + No shooting B-roll inside the clubhouse. 

+ When shooting video interviews, please make sure it is only of the player at his locker or in front of a wall while he is giving the 

interview. Players should be shot from the chest up. 

FIELD: All media must leave the field 45 minutes prior to the first pitch. No person will be allowed on the field unless that individual

PHOTOGRAPHERS/PHOTO WELLS: In-game access to photo wells is limited to still photographers and rightsholders broadcasting 
the game. There are four photo wells, located on either side of both the home and visiting dugouts. All photographers must remain 
in the photo wells while the game is in progress. Photographers are only permitted to change location between innings. No ball - in 
play or dead - should be handled by anyone other than a ballboy. 

PHOTOGRAPHER WORK ROOM: A photographer work room is located on the Service Level behind home plate. 

PRESS CONFERENCE ROOM: The press conference room is located on the Service Level across from the home clubhouse down the 
first-base side. 

NOTES: Game notes, updated Major League statistics, lineup sheets and other pertinent media information will be available near the 
entrance of the press box on the Club Level two hours prior to first pitch. Box scores, play-by-play sheets and postgame notes will be 
available in the same area after each game. 

MEDIA GUIDES: Media guides are available upon request in the press box from Astros Communications staff members and are 
available online at MLBPressbox.com. 

WI-FI: Wireless Internet access is available in Minute Maid Park. Contact the Astros Communications department for details. 
ASTROS ON THE WEB: The official website of the Houston Astros is Astros.com. The site is updated daily with news, statistics, game 
notes, feature stories and minor league information. The Major League Baseball website, MLB.com, can also be accessed via Astros. 
com. The Astros also offer a Spanish website, AstrosDeHouston.com. The site features daily news coverage of the team as well as feature 
stories from international sports writers. 

MLB PRESSBOX: With approved registration, media members gain electronic access to numerous Major League Baseball resources by 
logging onto MLBPressbox.com (on the official MLB website).

DRESS GUIDELINES 


Major League Baseball requests members of the media covering our 
games to dress in an appropriate and professional manner that reflects 
their respect for their colleagues, the teams and the players they are 
covering. Clubhouses, dugouts, press boxes, interview rooms and 
the playing field are working areas, and MLB expects members of the 
media to adhere to a business casual dress code. In that regard, media 
members are requested to adhere to following dress guidelines: 


¢ Flip-flops are not permitted in clubhouses 


¢ Jeans should be clean, neat and presentable (e.g., Ripped jeans 
should be avoided) 


¢ T-shirts bearing offensive, disrespectful or inappropriate 
messages are not permitted 


¢ Clothing bearing MLB club logos should not be worn in press 
areas 


¢ Clothing should be appropriate for a business casual work 
environment. The following are some non-exclusive examples 
of apparel that should be avoided: 


» Sheer or see-through clothing 


» Excessively short skirts, dresses or shorts (e.g., Cut more 
than 3-4 inches above the knee) 


» Tank tops, muscle shirts, one-shouldered or strapless shirts 
» Clothing exposing bare midriffs or visible undergarments

Online Audio, Photography and Video Rules 


The following are rules established by Major League Baseball regarding the usage of 
audio, photos and video online during the regular season by non-rightsholders.

Any media member credentialed to cover a Major League game must notify and 
receive permission from the host club or Major League Baseball that he/she 
intends to post audio or video content online. 


The gathering of audio and video content in clubhouses pre-game and post-game 
is subject to the host club rules regarding electronic media access. 


The manager’s pre-game media availability may not be carried live and audio and 
video postings may be no longer than 120 seconds. 


One-on-one interviews that are posted online with players, team personnel and 
baseball officials must be pre-arranged, can be posted for a maximum of 72 hours, 
must be no longer than 120 seconds long and cannot include any game highlights. 


Any video captured within the ballpark, excluding press conferences, must be 
limited to 120 seconds and cannot be carried live. 


No live or taped audio or video is permitted to be captured by any entities other 
than rightsholders from 45 minutes prior to game time until the game has 
concluded. 


The post-game manager’s press conference may be captured via video and audio 
and posted online but may not be carried live. This specific content may be 
archived for 72 hours. 


Entities credentialed for photography may transmit on-line or display up to seven 
still pictures or photographs of any Game during its progress; provided, however, 
that under no circumstances may Bearer display any more than seven still pictures 
or photographs of any Game during its progress regardless of whether Bearer 
obtained such pictures or photographs at the Game.

TELEVISION PLAY-BY-PLAY BROADCASTER 


* The 2023 season marks Todd Kalas’ 32nd year as an MLB broadcaster and eighth as the Astros play-by-play voice on 
television. The Astros have advanced to the ALCS or further in each of Todd's first seven seasons with the club. 

+ Kalas has won four Lone Star Emmys in the last four seasons for his work on Astros telecasts. 

+ Todd is the son of Hall of Famer and former Astros broadcaster Harry Kalas. 

+ Prior to joining the Astros in 2017, Todd spent the previous 19 seasons (1998-2016) as part of the Tampa Bay Rays TV 
broadcast team. While his primary duties for the Rays were as pre- and postgame host and in-game reporter, Todd also 
handled play-by-play duties for hundreds of Rays games on both television and radio during his time there. 

+ Known for his distinctive voice and personality, Todd grew to be a popular figure with Rays fans as a result of his work on 
the broadcasts and was a three-time Suncoast Emmy award winner. Prior to joining the Rays, Todd worked with the New 
York Mets radio (1992-93) and Philadelphia Phillies television (1994-96) broadcast teams. 

- A native Houstonian, Todd was born at St. Luke’s Episcopal Hospital in Houston while his father, Harry, served as an 
Astros broadcaster from 1965-70. Harry would later call Phillies games from 1971-2009 en route to a Hall of Fame career. 
When the Phillies and Rays met in the 2008 World Series, Todd and his father called an inning together on radio during 
Game One of the Fall Classic. 

+ Todd graduated with a degree in broadcast journalism from Syracuse University, and began his baseball career with the 

Louisville Redbirds in 1991. 

In past years, Todd has called college football, basketball and baseball games and has been a studio host for NHL and 

NBA teams. 

Todd and his wife, Michele, reside in Houston. 


Geoff Blum returns for his 12th season with the Astros TV broadcast team in 2023, which will be his ninth as the everyday 
color analyst for Astros telecasts. Geoff, who retired after 14 Major League seasons as an infielder (1999-2012), made the 
transition from the playing field to the broadcast booth in 2013. 

Geoff has won three Lone Star Emmys for his work on Astros broadcasts. 

During his playing career, Geoff had two stints with the Astros, totaling five seasons in Houston (2002-03, 2008-10). Over 
the course of his tenure with the Astros, Geoff hit .259 with 228 RBI, 46 homers, 77 doubles and a.711 OPS. 

A switch-hitter, Geoff was known as one of the top pinch-hitters and utility players in baseball, appearing at all four 
infield positions in nine straight years (2000-08). He appeared in the postseason three times in his career (2005-06, 2011). 
Geoff was originally drafted by the Montreal Expos in the 1994 June Draft. Prior to his professional career, Geoff was a 
standout at the University of California, Berkeley. He also played a season in the Cape Cod League. 

Geoff and his wife, Kory, have four daughters: Mia Lea and triplets Ava, Audrey and Kayla.

2014. During that time, he also engineered game broadcasts for WGN Chicago and Northwestern Wildcats basketball and 
football programs.

FRANCISCO ROMERO 


Francisco Romero enters his 17th season of play-by-play on the Astros Spanish radio network and has called over 2,000 
games in his career, including seven no-hitters and a perfect game. 

Francisco and partner Alex Trevino are one of the longest-tenured broadcast duos in the Majors. The two have been a 
team since 2008, and have called 103 postseason games since 2015, which is the most in baseball in that span. 

+ Prior to coming to Houston, he spent five seasons broadcasting Milwaukee Brewers games in Spanish on Telemundo 
Wisconsin. His MLB broadcasting experience also includes selected Minnesota Twins games over five seasons (2003-08). 
His Major League broadcast debut was for the Arizona Diamondbacks on Telemundo Arizona in 1999, and he spent two 
years on Diamondbacks broadcasts from 1999-2000. 

+ Other Major League broadcasting experience includes select games on Spanish Radio with the Cincinnati Reds in 2005. 
Francisco also spent four seasons as the play-by-play broadcaster and pre and postgame show producer on Spanish 
radio broadcasts for the Triple A Tucson Sidewinders of the Pacific Coast League. 

Additional sports broadcasting experience includes both football and basketball for the University of Arizona Spanish 
Radio Network (1999-2021), as well as three seasons on the Arizona Cardinals radio halftime report. 

Francisco and Alex also currently produce a series of webisodes for the Astros Spanish social media channels (Contacto 
con Los Astros). 

Francisco has been part of three Spanish broadcast effort debuts (Brewers, Reds and Royals) and is the only Spanish 
broadcaster to have broadcast games for six different MLB teams (D-backs, Brewers, Twins, Reds, Royals and Astros). 

+ In addition to broadcasting baseball games, Francisco was the English as a Second Language instructor for the Arizona 
Diamondbacks and the Chicago White Sox (extended Spring Training) players from 1998 - 2001. 

A graduate of the University of Arizona, Francisco spent 10 years as the sports anchor for the Telemundo affiliate in 
Tucson, Arizona, as well as one year as general assignment reporter. 

As a sports anchor/reporter for Telemundo, Francisco has covered some of the most important sports events in the 
world, such as: MLB World Series and All-Star Games, the Super Bowl, NBA Finals, Road to the World Cup, NCAA Basketball 
Tournaments, NCAA Softball Tournaments, NCAA Baseball Tournaments, NASCAR and Championship Boxing. 

In 2005, Francisco was inducted into his High School Media Hall of Fame, Pueblo High School in Tucson, Ariz. Francisco 
was also elected to the Pueblo High School Warrior Foundation Hall of Fame Class in 2017. 

He earned a 2004 Emmy Award from the Rocky Mountain Chapter in the sports reporting category; that same year he 
also earned the Communicators Award for sports reporting. In 2003, the Arizona Daily Star named him as one of the Top 
100 Sports Figures of Southern Arizona. 

In 2014, the Association of Sports Broadcasters of Nicaragua invited Francisco to speak on MLB broadcasting. 

Francisco was ranked No. 3 in the Top 100 Sports Figures of Southern Arizona by the Arizona Daily Star, behind former 
Astros pitching coach Brent Strom and former Astros bullpen coach Craig Bjornson in 2017. 

Francisco resides in Houston, Texas with his wife Larissa, daughter Isabella and son Frankie. 


ALEX TREVINO 


+ Alex Trevino returns for his 29th season as color analyst on the Astros Spanish radio network. He and partner Francisco 
Romero have been a team since 2008, making them one of the longest-tenured teams in baseball. The two have called 
103 postseason games since 2017, which is the most in the Majors in that span. 

Alex joined the Astros broadcast booth in 1996 and has called more than 3,000 Astros games, 13 postseason appearances 
and four World Series (2005, 2017, 2019, 2021 and 2022). 

Alex's 28 seasons in the broadcast booth are the most in franchise history by a Spanish broadcaster, besting Orlando 
Sanchez Diago’s record of 21 years. 

A native of Monterrey, Mexico, Alex spent 13 seasons playing in the Majors, primarily as a catcher, including the 1988-90 
seasons with the Astros. He also spent time with the Mets, Reds, Braves, Giants and Dodgers. While with the Mets in 
1980, he threw out 44% (47 of 106) of attempted basestealers, which was tops in the NL. Later in his career, while with the 
Dodgers on June 13, 1986 vs. the Padres in San Diego, he was part of history when he and pitcher Fernando Valenzuela 
formed the first Mexican-born battery in Major League history. 

Alex’ older brother, Bobby Trevino, played in the Major Leagues as an outfielder for the Angels. 

Alex hit a career-high .290 while serving as Houston's backup catcher in 1989 and hit .364 (32x88) in 25 starts. 

He played in 939 Major League games and had a .249 lifetime average. 

In September 2014, Alex was inducted into the Houston Baseball Media Wall of Honor for his significant and lasting 
contributions to the landscape of Houston baseball through his work in broadcasting.

Grande travels on the majority of the club’s road trips and has traveled on select road trips in each of his 16 full-time seasons. 
He has worked 16 Spring Trainings, 19 playoff series (2023 ALDS and 2023 ALCS; 2022 ALDS, 2022 ALCS and 2022 WS; 2021 
ALDS, 2021 ALCS, 2021 WS; 2020 NLDS; 2019 ALDS, 2019 ALCS, and 2019 WS; 2018 ALDS and 2018 ALCS; 2017 ALDS, 2017 
ALCS and 2017 WS; 2015 ALDS; 2010 NLCS) and the 2015 AL Wild Card Game, as well as the 2017 and 2018 Major League

RELENTLESS 


The 2023 season marks the 24th year of baseball at Minute 
Maid Park. The venue has hosted numerous special events, 
including the 2004 All-Star Game and Home Run Derby, the World 
Series (2005, 2017, 2019), the 2014 Civil Rights Game, Super Bowl 
LI Opening Night, major concert events, weddings, graduations, 
galas, and COVID-19 vaccine drives. 

The year 2000 saw something the grand old game of 

baseball had not experienced since 1964 — a Major League team 
in Houston playing on natural grass outdoors. While clear skies 
and real grass were welcome additions for fans, the Bayou City 
hardball-faithful also enjoyed another first, Minute Maid Park’s 
242 foot-tall retractable roof. More than 3 million fans embraced 
he new ballpark in its inaugural season. Since then, the club 
has welcomed more than 55 million visitors during the facility's 
22-season tenure. 
Minute Maid Park has become a welcome home for the 
Houston Astros and has ushered in a new era of Major League 
sports in the city. With the downtown ballpark, Houston continues 
‘o stand on the forefront of modern stadium construction that 
began with the club's previous home - the Astrodome. The park’s 
retractable roof brought open-air baseball to Houston for the first 
ime in 35 years, and the natural grass field and classic architecture provided the opportunity of capturing the same atmosphere 
rom the great ballparks of baseball's golden age. 

Approval of the ballpark, however, was not limited to the applause of the fans. Less than one calendar year after its opening, 
Minute Maid Park had already been recognized on local, state and national levels with several awards. The following are the first 
hree major awards with which the new home of the Astros were honored: 

« Greater Houston Preservation Alliance, 2000 Good Brick Award. The President's Award was presented to former 
owner Drayton McLane, the Astros and the Harris County-Houston Sports Authority for the renovation of the 1911 Union 
Station building. The Good Brick Awards are presented annually in recognition of leadership and excellence in historic 
preservation. 

« Most Outstanding Civil Engineering Project. This honor came from the Texas Section of the American Society of Civil 
Engineers (ASCE), a professional organization that represents the vast majority of civil engineers. 

« National Honor Award for Engineering Excellence. This national recognition for engineering excellence came 
from the American Consulting Engineers Council (ACEC). This honor stamped Minute Maid Park as one of the top 24 
engineering projects among all buildings and civil works projects nationally. 

« National Center for Spectator Sports Safety and Security, 2023 Facility of Merit Award . This award recognizes 
a sports facility that has demonstrated an innovative approach to enhancing safety and security beyond their normal 
operations, or addressed a significant safety/security concern. The award is selected by each respective sports league, 
association, or advisory committee, and presented at the annual National Sports Safety and Security Conference & 
Exhibition. 


Minute Maid Park is located at 501 Crawford Street on the northeast end of downtown Houston. 
Situated near the George R. Brown Convention Center, Discovery Green and BBVA Compass Stadium, the ballpark is located 
one block west of U.S. 59 and is bound by Congress Avenue on the north, Texas Avenue on the south, Crawford Street on 
the west and Hamilton Street on the east. 


The idea for a public-private financing drive for a downtown Houston ballpark was conceived in 1996. 
Fourteen leading Houston companies joined together to form the Houston Sports Facility Partnership. The Partnership 
agreed to provide a $35 million interest-free loan with no repayment due until 10 years of ballpark operation had passed. 
With the Partnership’s initial commitment, the Harris County-Houston Sports Authority had the support it needed to 
present a ballpark proposal to the public in November 1996. Voters approved the $250 million project. 


ALL-STAR GAME:n 2004, Minute Maid 
Park played host to the 75th Major League Baseball 
All-Star Game. More than 350,000 people participated 
in All-Star Week activities, which included the Futures 
Game, the Legends/Celebrity Softball Game, and the 
Home Run Derby - all of which took place at Minute 
Maid Park - in addition to the John Hancock All-Star 
Fan Fest. The week culminated with the All-Star Game 
and a 9-4 American League win over the National 
League squad. Four Astros played for the National 
League squad, including the NL starting pitcher Roger 
Clemens, Carlos Beltran, Jeff Kent and Lance Berkman. 


FIRST GAMESS the Houston Astros 
and New York Yankees played an exhibition game 
on March 30, 2000, with Houston winning 6-5. The 
Astros hosted the Philadelphia Phillies in the first 
official regular-season game on April 7, 2000, with 
Philadelphia winning 4-1. 


ARCHITECTS the architect of Minute Maid 


Park was HOK Sports Facilities Group, along with 
Construction Manager Brown & Root Services, a 
business unit of Halliburton Company. 


THE NAMES on June 5, 2002, the Houston 


Astros and The Minute Maid Company announced 
that they had expanded their relationship to create a 
long-term marketing and community partnership. The 
multi-year partnership agreement included naming 
rights for the downtown ballpark, rechristening the 
field “Minute Maid Park.” 

The partnership agreement also stipulated 
the pouring rights for products of The Coca-Cola 
Company, ongoing advertising and marketing 
programs, and a commitment by Minute Maid to 
support youth baseball programs in the Houston area. 

The Minute Maid Company is an operating 
unit of The Coca-Cola Company and the flagship of its 
worldwide fruit beverage business. The Minute Maid 
Company has been headquartered in Houston since 
1967. 

Houston's downtown ballpark was originally 
named Enron Field on April 7, 1999, and was renamed 
Astros Field on Feb. 27, 2002, by an agreement between 
the Houston Astros and Enron Corporation. 


SIZE: The building dimensions cover 28.97 acres 
of gross square footage, a total of 1,263,240 square 
feet. The height is 93 feet to the last seating tread, 
equivalent to a nine-story building. 


TRAIN: A replica of a 19th century locomotive 
(circa 1860) and linked coal tender is a fan favorite. The 
train provides an architectural icon which combines 
sight, sound and motion for a dynamic entertainment 
and celebration feature. It also provides a link to the 
past for Houston and the Union Station site. The train 
was designed by Uni-Systems and built by SMI & 
Hydraulics, which also provided the transporters for 
the retractable roof. Weighing close to 50,000 pounds, 
the train runs some 800 feet along the low roof track 
on the west side of the ballpark.

platform, the most literal tie between Houston's past and 
its new ballpark is a physical line to Union Station. On March 
2, 1911, Houston’s second downtown Union Station, rebuilt 
at a cost of $500,000, opened its doors for the first time. 
In the 104 years since, it has served as an epicenter of the 
city’s population growth, been a catalyst for commercial 
evolution, and become an identifying landmark within the 
downtown skyline. 

Houston was once described as “Where 17 
Railroads Meet the Sea’. An article in a 1913 issue of “The 
Rotarian” called Houston the “City of First Consideration” and “The Largest Manufacturing City in the Southwest.” Union 
Station was at the center of it all, the hub of a strong industrial municipality that specialized in oil, rice, sugar and lumber. 
The historic landmark has also served as a shelter for hurricane refugees and has been visited by Presidents of the United 
States. 


Trains with names such as Acadian, Argonaut, Katy Flyer, California Special, Lone Star, Orleanean and Pioneer 
made hundreds of stops at Union Station during its active period (1911-1974). Other trains with monikers such as Sam 
Houston Zephyr, Southerner, Sunset Limited, Sunshine Special, Texas Chief, Texas Eagle, Texas Rocket and Valley Eagle 
routinely picked up passengers there as well. 

The first-floor Great Hall still includes much of Union Station's original architectural work. It currently serves as 
a general reception area for guests, functions as an event space, and houses the Astros Team Store. Each Astros fan who 
enters Minute Maid Park through Union Station retraces the steps of passengers who boarded trains in another era. 
Today, the conference rooms and event spaces occupying the second and third floor of the renovated Union 
Station at Minute Maid Park (open 365 days a year) are named after some of the trains listed above. They are honored as 
both a tribute to hardworking rail personnel and in remembrance of Union Station’s historic importance. 

The Houston Astros executive offices occupy the fourth and fifth floors of the building. The sixth floor houses 
the Roof Deck and Club House at Union Station, where groups of up to 100 people can watch Astros baseball with scenic 
views of downtown Houston as a backdrop. 

Though it sat vacant for a quarter century from 1974-1999, the former transit hub has re-taken its rightful 
place on the Houston skyline, now serving as the gateway to Astros baseball and remaining an important landmark in 
downtown Houston.

scattered throughout the seating areas and almost 1,000 are found along the concourses. The speakers are 
distributed throughout the ballpark to have cabinets as close to the fans as possible. 


TH E ROOF: Architects from the HOK Sports Facilities Group recommended early on that a retractable 
roof would be appropriate for the Texas climate. Since building the first retractable-roof ballpark - the Skydome 
in 1989 - designers have crafted several kinds of retractable roofs. Some, for instance, open only over a small 
central section. The roof at Minute Maid Park, however, retracts completely off the ballpark to reveal the largest 
open area of any retractable roofed baseball stadium in existence today. A total of 50,000 square feet of glass 
in the west wall of the retractable roof gives fans a view of the Houston skyline, even when the roof is in the 
closed position. 

Uni-Systems provided the technical expertise to design the best roof structure for Minute Maid Park. 
Mechanized roof panels open and close in 14-20 minutes. The roof moves back and forth an estimated 160 times 
a year, a distance of 14.6 miles. To cover the ballpark, steel panels roll in sequence along tracks on the east and 
west sides of the stadium. When the roof is open, the southern and northern panels, each of which measures 
537 by 120 feet and weighs 1,905 metric tons, rest at the north end below the large middle section with its 
dimension of 589 by 242 feet and a weight of 3,810 metric tons. Designers determined the roof’s shape - lower 
side panels flanking the high center panel — by tracking a batted baseball's hyperbolic flight path. Forged steel 
wheels, 140 in total, measuring 35 inches in diameter transport the three roof panels. 


Cc Oo N Cc E S S | Oo N S = Prior to the 2014 season the Astros and their exclusive food and beverage 
partner, Aramark, unveiled a $1.8 million renovation to Minute Maid Park’s main concourse, featuring eight 
new food and beverage concepts. As part of the transformation to enhance the dining experience, the Astros 
and Aramark completely overhauled the look and feel of the stands by re-branding each concept with a new 
name and menu, adding more vibrant signage and lighting, and introducing contemporary color schemes and 
decor. With the 2014 extension of the Astros and Aramark partnership, future enhancements will continue to 
incorporate fan feedback and market research into the development and design of new menu concepts and 
dining options throughout Minute Maid Park. In addition, they will explore new and unique ways to showcase 
Houston’s cuisine and culinary talent, such as local top chefs Jimmy Coatsworth and Scott Strickland who have 
partnered with Aramark to bring their signature menu items to Minute Maid Park. 


T E Cc H N OLOGY: Following the 2010 season, the Houston Astros installed two new, high-definition 
video boards and a large ribbon board at Minute Maid Park in time for the start of the 2011 Major League 
Baseball season. The new primary video board is located in right field and measures 54 feet high and 124 feet 
wide (approximately 6,695 square feet), making it the third-largest board of its kind in the Major Leagues when 
installed. The Astros previous video board that had been in the ballpark since its inception in 2000 was 26 feet 
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high and 45 feet wide. Additionally, the Astros have the largest video board in the Major Leagues featuring 10801 »& 

display format. A smaller video board, measuring 24 feet high by 40 feet wide, was installed in left field, and a z Zz 

ribbon board, stretching from foul pole to foul pole and more than 1,000 feet long, was alsoadded. Aspeed pitch & & 

board and an old-fashioned, manually-operated scoreboard keep fans on top of the action in the ballpark and 

in every other big league venue. When it opened in 2000, Minute Maid Park was the first major sports facility 

to feature a closed-captioning board for the hearing impaired. Prior to the 2023 season, the video boards and 

ribbon boards in the stadium were replaced with new 4K Samsung LED boards. Ross Video now powers the 3%

ASTROS PUBLIC ADDRESS ANNOUNCER 


The 2024 season marks Bob's 31st as the Astros Public Address Announcer. 

Bob first joined the Astros in 1994 and has been with the organization ever since, announcing the final six 
seasons in the Astrodome as well as the MLB All-Star Game in 2004, the Astros World Series runs in 2005, 
2019 and 2021 and the Astros World Series Championships in 2022 and 2017. 

He began his career as a PA announcer at Galveston’s Pony-Colt Stadium at the age of 13 where he played 
shortstop and first base two nights a week and served as PA the other three nights. 

Bob started in radio at the age of 15 at Galveston’s KGBC and KILE stations. He spent more than 20 years on 
the radio in the Houston market on KXYZ, KAUM, KSRR 97 Rock, KLOL Rock 101 and KZFX Z107 where he 
worked with longtime Houston DJ Crash Collins on the “Bob & Crash” morning show. 

He also served as the backup PA announcer for the Dallas Cowboys at Texas Stadium, and was the image 
voice for the Cowboy's Silverstar Network. 

Bob currently owns and operates Bob Ford Productions, Inc. and has been doing voice-overs for radio and 
TV since 1986. He voiced award-winning projects for PBS, Showtime, Encore and Cartoon Network as well as 
TV and radio stations coast to coast. 

Bob was inducted into the Texas Radio Hall of Fame in 2021. 

The 2024 season also marks Bob’s 11th as the PA Voice of TDECU Stadium for University of Houston football. 
Bob is also the PA announcer for the Houston Roughnecks of the XFL. 

Bob is married to the late Pamela Terry from Humble, Texas. He has three sons: Chris (32), Charlie (30) and 
Colton (28). 

He is a fifth-generation Galvestonian, and still lives on the island. 


MILB GUIDELINES FOR THE MOVEMENT OF RETRACTABLE ROOFS 


The decision as to whether a game begins with the roof open or closed rests solely with the home club. 


If the game begins with the roof open: it shall be closed only in the event of impending rain or other adverse 
weather conditions. The decision to close the roof shall be made by the home club, after consultation with the 
Umpire Crew Chief. 


The Umpire Crew Chief shall notify the visiting club, which may challenge the opening of the roof if it feels that a 
competitive imbalance will arise. In such an event, the Umpire Crew Chief shall make a final decision based on the 
merits of the challenge. 


Once the roof is closed during a game, it shall not be re-opened. 


If the game begins with the roof closed: it may be opened when, in the opinion of the home club, the climatic 
environment has reached a level where fan comfort and enjoyment will be best served by opening the roof to 
the natural atmospheric conditions. Notwithstanding the foregoing, the following guidelines should be applied to 
opening the roof during a game. 


> The roof may only open once during a game. 


> The Umpire Crew Chief will be notified at the commencement of the inning that the roof will be opened at 
the inning’s conclusion. 


> The Umpire Crew Chief shall notify the visiting club, which may challenge the opening of the roof if it feels 
that a competitive imbalance will arise. In such an event, the Umpire Crew Chief shall make a final decision 
based on the merits of the challenge. 


> The opening of the roof shall only commence between innings.
